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W ashin gto n, May 23d.—Senator Stan­ 
ford's speech on his land loan bill was the 
feature of to-day's Senate proceedings. 
This scheme, which was at first regarded 
as somewhat chimerical, is now consid­ 
ered by many Senators and Representa­ 
tives as perfectly feasible and practicable. 
Representative Ewart to-day introduced 
a similar bill in the House. 
Senator Stanford had the close attention 
of tue Senators to-day, and the galleries 
showed great interest. Following is his 
speech in full: 
Mr President: On the 10th of March I 
introduced a resolution intended to pro­ 
vide for additional money for use of the 
people, and to effect this end suggested that 
the Government should issue its money 
direct to the owners of unincumbered agri­ 
cultural property, independent of improve­ 
ments. I find that although the resolution 
has been widely commented on, it is not 
always clearly understood, 
f As an aid 'to its proper understanding I 
have presented a bill providing for loans 
by the Government upon real estate. It 
will be observd that the plan is very 
simple. There is little complexity about 
it. and the department created to'accom- 
plish its purposes will be much less com­ 
plicated than our Postoffice Department 
is to-day. 
The bill authorizes loans not exceeding 
one halt the value of the property mort­ 
gaged. but probably loans will never reach 
more than one-third the value of the secur­ 
ity. The principle of the Government 
loaning money upon property is completely 
established in its present advance of 90 per 
cent, upon Government bonds. 
The 
tremendous results of energizing this 90 
per cent, in putting it into activity are ap­ 
parent to all. Equally valnable'will be 
the energizing of the latent forces 
of real estate. The bill confines its pro­ 
visions lor loans to agricultural lands, but 
in time they will probably be extended to 
other kinds of property and eventually to 
municipalities, with proper restrictions: 
but for the present I desire to be conserv­ 
ative and take no chances. Therefore I 
want loans limited to agricultural lauds. 
I will proceed now to consider the practi­ 
cal question of how to furnish a sufficiency 
of money. The bill provides that the Gov­ 
ernment shall loan on agricultural property, 
independent of improvements, fifty per 
cent, of the assessed value at the rate of in­ 
terest of two per cent, per annum. The 
best security that can be offered is agri­ 
cultural land. The power of the Govern­ 
ment to create money is conceded, and its 
value is the same, whether made up of 
iron, copper, silver, gold, or paper. An 
important point, therefore, is that it should 
be staatp'ed by the Government, whose 
credit is unimpeachable and which has the 
power of making money. 
The next important consideration is, 
how can the Government, without injury 
to itself, place in circulation that which is 
so much needed and so absolutely essential 
to the c jtnmercial and business transactions 
of civilized life. The Government can ac­ 
complish this by taking the agricultural 
lands of the country as security upon 
terms and conditions indicated in the bill. 
No pressure ffir redemption can be brought 
to bear upon the Government, as only those 
who are entitled or in condition to have 
mortgages redeemed can make claim. The 
Government’s paper will always be re­ 
deemed by the Government surrendering 
the mortgage upon presentation of the 
amount of money necessary for that pur­ 
pose. The Government loans its credit to 
an individual in order that the whole peo­ 
ple may have a sufficiency of money with 
which to prosecute their business. 
The bill provides that money thus issued 
by the Government shall be legal tender, 
payable for all debts and claims, public 
and private, except interest on national 
bonds aud the redemption of national 
notes. There is no analogy between tins 
scheme for a Government of GO.OOOCOO of 
people, with its boundless resources, issu­ 
ing its money secured directly by at leas: 
$2 for SI on the best possible security that 
could be desired, and any other financial 
proposiiion than has ever been suggested. 
It is true there have been other loans se­ 
cured by mortgages, as, for instance, that 
of the safety fund system of New York, 
but in that case the money issued was that 
of a bank. In a small way money has 
beer, loaned on real estate before, as pro­ 
vided in Pennsylvania in time of William 
Penn, but never has a great nation, such as 
the United States, made its own money 
and put it in circulation with special 
security of real estate of double value of 
money coined. 
I therefore do not recognize anv analogy 
between the plan embraced in the bill 
under consideration and any other that has 
ever been proposed. 
We can ail well understand the gre t 
advantages to the people at this time of a 
loan made by the Government of 90 per 
cent. upon its own securities. One hun­ 
dred thousand dollars of Government 
bonds at four per cent, only produces four 
thousand dollars. Yet, when its valne be­ 
comes eneren"“d to the extent of 90 per 
cent., which the Government advances), 
its power is so increased that $90,000 in 
this activity m ar in the course of a year 
double its value, and pass from hand to 
hand many times, stimulating the various 
industries of the country. So, too, this 
bill will have a corresponding energizing 
effect. 
The money issued is not intended to ac­ 
commodate the farmer alone, but as it 
comes into circulation it will put the 
means of prosperity within the reach of 
those who are engaged in the smaller and 
larger industries of the country. The 
money issued by the Government becomes 
automatic—it will contract when there is 
less use for it and expand when there is 
greattr demand, thus disastrous financial 
contraction will cease to be possible. 
| I Jthiuk there is good reason for fix 
ing the rate of interest at 2 per cent. 
No farmer will borrow money unless 
he has use for it, and when he 
cesses to have use for it he will return 
the money. That, however, will seldom 
occur, because the very activities that will 
be created by the liberal supply of money 
wit! make a demand for it, so that the 
man who has borrowed money of the Gov­ 
ernment at 2 per cent, will be abie to loan 
to various active interests at a higher rate 


merchandise or product, and thus he re­ 
coups the amount he pays out aud does not 
feel it. 
This plan of loaning money upon lands 
at two per cent., with the priviiege to the 
borrower for returning it when he has no 
use for it, creates a moneyed system that 
will meet financial expansion and contrac­ 
tion as they may occur without inconven­ 
ience to any. Under its provisions, the 
real estate of the country being so vast, 
there will always be a possibility of obtain­ 
ing the money necessary to carry on the 
enterprises of the country, and when there 
is no further use for the money, the bor­ 
rower stops paying interest and takes up 
the mortgage upon his farm. 
I have given this subject a great deal of 
thought for years past, aud that thought 
has at last matured into this bill. I have 
limited the time to twenty years, but of 
course if at the end of that time it is found 
that the value of the land has increased the 
loan can be renewed tor an amount in pro­ 
portion to the increased value of the prop­ 
erty. I believe that if the bill is adopted 
with such amendments as shall seem wise 
to Congress, it will largely increase the 
prosperity if the humblest classes in their 
labor and the wealthier to success in their 
enterprises. It will place the means neces­ 
sary for enterprise and employment of in­ 
dustry in the hands of all that are fitted for 
its management. I believe that its pro­ 
visions will make us independent of for­ 
eign money lenders, and that many mil­ 
lion dollars now going abroad in the way 
of interest will be kept at home. 
It is the duty of statesmen to furnish 
means, if possible, to find out the way by 
which the Creator's design for the highest 
advance of civilization is to be obtained. 
Want, discomfort aud misery are not nec­ 
essarily the heritage of the industrious and 
prudent man. Put the tools of industry in 
capable hands that know how to use 
them, and great results will follow. The 
bill provides for what may perhaps not 
improperly be termed a revolution in 
finance, and I do not expect it will be 
adopted until it has been considered by the 
people and has met their approval. I move 
that the bill be referred to the Committee 
on Finance.

ELLINGSWORTH BESTS KELLIHER 


The Reason Why San Francisco's 
Postoffice Site H as not Yet 
Been Selected—Etc. 
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SAN FR A N C ISC O PO ST O F FIC E . 
T h e R e al R eason fo r th e D elay in S elect­ 
ing a Site. 
S a n F ra n c isc o, May 23d —The cause of 
the delay of the officials at Washington in 
selecting a site for the San Francisco Post­ 
office was definitely learned to dav. Yes­ 
terday the substance of the petition that is 
now being circulated was telegraphed to 
Congressmen Morrow, with the request 
that he delay the selection of the Postof­ 
fice site if possible until such time as the 
petition could reach him by mail. 
The document that has caused the delay 
has been freely signed by the banking 
houses, merchants and other prominent 
members of the commercial community, 
and recommends that the site of the Post 
office be not changed, but that the present 
building be demolished and the $800,000 
that has been appropriated for a site be 
utilized in erecting a building as soon as 
the ground is cleared. 
The claim is made that the commercial 
community should be considered in this 
matter. The business transacted in that 
portion of the city is very large, and the 
necessity of having the Postoffice in a loca­ 
tion that is easy of access, is worthy of 
some attention. Beside this it is urged that 
to move the Postoffice to a portion of the 
city that might in a certain sense be termed 
the residence portion, would be to remove 
too great a distance from the point at which 
the mails arrive, and would cause valuable 
time to be lost both in the arrival and de­ 
parture of mails. 
The petition is still going the rounds and 
is being freely signed, and will be mailed 
to Congressman Morrow some time during 
the coming week. 


t e r r i b l e d e a t h . 
A Suicide a t Sonom a B low s O ut H is E yes 
an d B rain s. 
Sonom a, May 23d.—About 9:30 o'clock 
this morning, a Swiss named Giacomo 
Lanini, who had been temporarily em­ 
ployed by the Donohue Company as a 
grader, shot and killed himself with sui­ 
cidal intent, on First street, in the rear of 
the residence of J. P. Weems. The man 
Dad been on a spree for two or three days. 
This morning be was seen walking down 
the street in the direction of the place 
where he took his life. He was apparently 
sober at the time. On arriving at the spot 
he sat down, and placing a revolver, which 
was of the bull-dog pattern, to his right 
temple, pulled the trigger and launched 
himself into eternity. 
The pistol-ball went clean through his 
head from temple to temple, shooting both 
eyes out of their sockets. 
The ground surrounding the suicide 
shows that he had not died instantly, and 
in his death throes he had struggled" some 
lour or five feet from the spot where he 
had sat down and fired the fatal shot. 
A short time after the shot was fired H. 
C. Calderwood passed the spot, and saw the 
suicide struggling in the agonies of a fear­ 
ful death. He drove rapidly into town and 
notified officer Sparks and others, who, 
upon arriving at the scene, found that the 
man had expired. An inquest was held 
this afternoon and a verdict of suicide was 
rendered. 


A N O T H E R L O O P -H O L E . 
C oolies H aving C ertificates M ay B rin g 
T h e ir W ives ancl D au g h ters A long. 
P ortland, May 23d.—Wong Ham, wife 
and daughter, arrived on the Coloma last 
week. Wong Ham, having the required cer­ 
tificate, was allowed to land, but the wife and 
child were detained. This morning Judge 
Deady decided the habeas corpus case insti­ 
tuted and ordered that they be discharged 
from custody and allowed to land. The 
Court stated that the object of the Restric­ 
tion Act is to prevent laborers from com­ 
ing to the country, but does not include 
merchants, teachers and students. Wong 
Ham, husband and father, in this case had 
the required certificate. He brought his 
wife and daughter, who, it is well known, 
are neither teachers nor students, and 
tnerefore, could not get certificates, aud 
from the nature of their national customs 
women are not laborers. The law permits 
the merchant to bring his family servants 
and all persons constituting his household, 
also his wife and daughter. They could 
not be separated from him.

BURNS’ BIRTHPLACE. 
A C lm uce for B u rn s E n tlm -la sts—In te r­ 
estin g R elics for Sale. 
Every summer thousands of visitors 
make pilgrimages to the cottage in which 
Roliert Burns was liorn,near AUoway Kirk 
and the hanks o’Doott. They are shown 
the room in which the poet first saw the 
light, as well as the “ original” furniture 
used by Burns’ parents. Will it lie believed 
that all the genuinely original furniture 
of the cottage was sold off’ by public roup 
in September, 1843, most of it being now 
in the jKts'ession of a gentleman in Man­ 
chester. who wants LI,000 for the follow­ 
ing articles: The father’s chair, the moth­ 
er's chair, the poet’s chair, Pembroke ta­ 
ble with Hap, another without Hap, the 
mother's work table, chest of drawers, 
eight-day clock, corner cupboard, drinking 
cun of wood, ale horn, table l>ell,tea caddy, 
toddy ladle, twelve chairs supplied bv 
" the Miller Goudle,” the sword worn by 
Burus as an exciseman, and the probe he 
used on his preventive excursions. All 
these are authenticated by letters from 
men who had seen them before 1843. The 
seller throws in five visitors' books—from 
1829 to 1843—containing 7,000autographs, 
as well as a letter of the poet’s. Here’s a 
chance for some Scotch museum or Burns 
club. They were offered for sale to the 
s-ecretary for Scotland, but the Secretary 
wrote that while they were of “ no value’’ 
they might be given- to the nation. The 
seller replied that as the nation had never 
given him anything he did not see his way 
ot interest.

A L arg e T elescope. 
The biggest telescope in the world, 
erected at Ealing, in England, has recently 
l>een made, single-handed, by Mr. Com­ 
mon, the astronomer.

S ax F ran cisco, May 23d.—The Golden 
Gate Athletic Club gave its monthly enter­ 
tainment to-night, the principal event be­ 
ing a finish figlit between the crack Eastern 
middle-weights, Denny Kelliher and Joe 
EUingsworth.

EUingsworth was the first to lead, land­ 
ing heavily on Kelliher's rios. 
The second round was uneventful. 
In the third Ellinesworth again lauded 
in the region of the heart. 
In the fourth EUingsworth was on the 
aggressive, getting in a hard stomach 
blow. 
Ellingswortb was doing all the leading 
in the fifth, aud in the sixth he got in an­ 
other one on Denny's stomach. Denny be­ 
ing on the defensive, waiting for his fa 
vorite right hand swing 
In the eighth round Kelliher tried his 
knock-out blow, but fell short. 
In the tenth round EUingsworth received 
a terrific upper cut, and barely escaped 
Keliiner'8 fatal right. 
In the twelfth round Joe crowded Denny 
into a corner, jibbing him repeatedly in 
the stomach, without return, and showing 
up by far the cleverest of the two. Kelliher 
never at any time using his left except as a 
feint.

In the sixteenth round Joe again drove 
Kelliher back to bis corner, driving his 
head back with a straight left-hander, and 
drawing first blood. 
In the seventeenth to the nineteenth 
round EUingsworth resumed his jabbing 
tactics, doing all the fighting, Kelliher 
showing much signs of punishment. 
Up to the twenty-third round it was the 
old story. EUingsworth was jabbing with 
his left, without a return. 
Iu the twenty-fifth round Denny for the 
first time landed his left on Joe's neck, and, 
following it up with the same, on the nose. 
Then he swung his right, barely missing 
the jugular. 
In the thirty-first there was some furious 
fighting. Joe catching Denny's jaw twice 
and staggering him. He received a light 
one on the neck in return in ducking a 
vicious swing of Denny's right. 
The thirty-second was a hot round, Joe 
landing on Denny's neck twice and doing 
some clever ducking. 


In the thirty-seventh there was vicious 
fighting, all in favor of EUingsworth. 
In tde forty-second EUingsworth did 
some furious ru sb iD g , landing on face nnd 
jaw heavily. 
Kelliher was getting very 
weak. In the forty-third Keileber tried 
his oniy right as a last hope, but failed. 
EUingsworth in return knocking him 
a g a in s t the ropes with a straight lefthander 
on the jaw. 
Kelliher kept getting weaker and weak­ 
er, and it was plain he could not win. He 
managed to hold out. however, until the 
fiftieth round, when ElliDgsworth knocked 
him out.

DISASTROU S STORM . 
A P o rtio n of P en n sy lv an ia D am ag ed by 
H ail, R ain an d W ind. 
P ittsburg, May 23d.—A terrific wind, 
hail and rain-stoim prevailed here to­ 
night. Several houses were struck by 
lightning and a dozen biown from their 
foundations. 
One building was blown 
down and four or five persons injured seri- 
ousiy. City Treasurer Deuniston had a 
valuable house destroyed. Hail the size 
of marbles fell for twenty minutes. The 
damage is estimated at $75'000. 
At Layteu Station an immense amount 
of mud, rocks and trees came down on the 
Baltimore aud Ohio's tracks. 
The rain 
there amounted almost to a cloudburst. 
At Scottdale the storm was particularly 
destructive. Cellars along all the principa") 
streets were nearly tilled with water and 
goods in stores were saturated. The creek 
is rising steadily and the safety of bridges 
between Scottdale and Fair Chance are en­ 
dangered. 
A dispatch from Oil City, Pa , says: A 
heavy rain has fallen almost steadily since 
last night, raising the water in the river 
and creek to the highest point since InnS. 
On account of washouts no communica­ 
tions are had with Buffalo or Warren. 
Ground floors in the lower portion of town 
are flooded. 
At Wheeling, West Virginia, two and a 
half inches of rain fell in twenty minutes, 
deluging streets and flooding a number of 
business houses. There are apprehensions 
of a big rise in the river. At Pittsburg a 
heavy rain is likely to swell rivers to flood 
proportions. 
A special from Erie, Pa., says: “The 
long-continued rains have caused a great 
deal of trouble on railroads in this section 
of the State, and to-day there were many 
washouts. The west-boned freight on the 
Nickel-plate went through a bridge near 
Crayton. Three trainmen were severely 
injured. Twenty-five cars went down into 
the flood.’’ 
MORE DAMAGE HEARD FROM. 
C levelan d (O.), May 23d.—A rain storm 
much in the nature of a cloud-burst swept 
over northwestern Pennsylvania this 
morning, doing much damage. At Corrv 
the streets were converted into rivers, in 
some places two feet deep, tearing up sew­ 
ers and washing out roads. The railroad 
yards are completely inundated. Merchants 
also sustained heavy damages. The valley 
from Corry to Irvingtown, a distance of 
twenty miles, is a complete lake of water, 
from one to three miles in width. The loss 
will probably reach $100,000 or more. 
The public highways in surrounding 
counties are nearly impassable. 
At Meadville lightning struck several 
buildings, although none were severely 
damaged. Several streets were flooded and 
extensive damage resulted in the lower 
portion of the city from the rapid rising of 
French Creek. Three bridges, «slaughter­ 
house and numerous small buildings and 
sidewalks were swept away. Reports from 
all directions indicate that the damage in 
this vicinity is very heavy. The railroads 
also suffered from washouts.

But there are ob­ 
tained from it the means of producing 
over four hundred shades of color, among 
the chief of which are safi'ron, violet-blue 
and indigo. There are also obtained a 
great variety of perfumes—cinnamon, bit­ 
ter almonds, queen of the meadows, clove, 
wimergreen, anise, camphor, thymol (a 
new French odor), vanalyne and heilotro- 
pine. Among the explosive agents whose 
discovery has been caused by the war spirit 
of the last few years in Europe are two, 
called diuitrovenzine or bellite and pi- 
trates. To medicine coal has given byp- 
none, salacylic acid, paphtol, phenol and 
antipyrine. Benzine anu naptha are pow­ 
erful insecticides. There have been found 
in it ammoniacal salts, useful as fertilizers, 
tannin, saccharin (a substitute for sugar), 
the flavor of currant, raspberry and pep­ 
per, pvrogallic acid and hydroquinone, 
used in photography, and various sub- 
tances familiar or unfamiliar, such as 
taresin, asphaltum, lubricating oils, varnish 
and the bitter taste of beer. By means of 
some of these we have wine without the 
juice of grapes, beer without malt, pre­ 
serves without either fruit or sugar, per­ 
fumes without flowers and coloring matter 
without the vegetable or animal sub­ 
stances from which they have been hitherto 
d e r i v e d .________ ___________ 
In the northeastern part of Yellowstone 
Park is what is called “ Death Gulch.” It 
contains evidence of former hot springs in 
geyser-like deposits, while copious gaseous 
emanations arise from a creek flowing 
through it.

VALUABLE INFORMATION OK PBUK- 
IKG THE PEACH TREE. 


B u ies for rianting Trees—Bad Shoeing 
of H orses—Feeding Poultry for 
E ggs—General F.rrn Notes. 


m ere are two special objects to consider 
in pruning the peach; one is to obtain 
wood only, and the other for fruit and 
enough wood to produce the proper num­ 
ber of leaves to sustain and mature the 
fruit that season, and cause plenty of fruit 
buds to be set for the following season. 
The first of these objects is sought in 
pruning the young tree the first and second, 
and often the third seasons. When a 
peach tree is first set out, it is better if it 
consists of only a single straight, branch­ 
less stem with good leaf buds. If such a 
tree, cut the top to within twelve or six­ 
teen inches of the ground, leaving four or 
belter five buds near the top to grow out 
for limbs. If the young tree has branches 
that are within eighteen incites of the 
ground, it would do to let the third or fourth 
bud from the base grow on five of the 
branches symmetrically arranged about 
the stem, cutting the stem off close above 
the fifth branch, so there will he no one 
lea ling branch. If, however, the tree is 
but one summer’s growth from the bud 
and the branches are too far from the 
ground, cut the whole top ofl’ to within 
eighteen inches of the ground. This prun­ 
ing is done at time of setting out in win­ 
ter, or just before the growing season be­ 
gins. No one of the five branches should 
be allowed during the summer to outgrow 
the rest. Keep them all with about the 
same amount of leaf surface, and the trees 
by fall will be well branched. The follow­ 
ing winter prune each branch back to 
within twelve to sixteen inches of the 
stem, having the lowest branches some 
longer than the topmost one. Allow but 
two buds to grow from each of the five 
branches, giving preference to those that 
spring from the sides of the branches. 
During the bummer it will surely pay to 
go over the orchard and pinch back any 
that i - outgrowing the rest, to keep the 
trees symmetrical. The second winter will 
find each tree with ten main branches for 
a foundation on which can he grown fruit­ 
ing branches. Some of them no doubt will 
have small twigs with fruit buds on. From 
a fourth to a half of the wood of these 
twigs s h o t i be taken off; beyond them 
cut the main part back from oiie fourth to 
one-half, and allow but two buds to grow 
into the wood. All of these wood branches 
should be summer pinched when from 
twelve to fourteen inches long, that they 
may send out fruiting twigs from near their 
bases. It is best during this summer to go 
over tne orchard a second time, to pinch 
back twigs that may be growing too long 
from near the end of the previously 
pinched branch. If they are allowed to 
grow too long, the twigs near the base will 
consequently be too stunted in their 
growth.— California Fruit Grower. 
BULBS FOR PLANTING TREES. 
A valuable sort is worth more than 
merely a handsome tree. 
_ Good, healthy, bracing roots are of more 
importance than a symmetrical ton. 
The roots should be long and strong 
enough, and the top made light enough 
to avoid any staking. 
Manure should never be placed in con­ 
tact with the roots in setting out a tree, 
but used for a mulch or top dressing. 
Trees should always be set about as deep 
as they stood in the nursery, or two or 
three inches deeper, to allow for the set­ 
tling of the earth. 
Spread out the roots nearly equal on all 
sideq so that they may brace the tree well. 
Avoid partir ularly any small cavity next 
the roots, but fill compactly against them 
on all sides with fine, mellow earth. 
A small, thrifty tree, with copious roots 
when set out. will be a good bearing tree 
sooner than a large one with mutilated 
rooLs. 
Watering in dry weather crusts the sur­ 
face and dees not reach the roots. 
¡ig trees should not lie set in a grass 
lot, • r among any crops of sowed gnin ; 
but ¡. 
whole surface kent clean and mel­ 
low.

If i civ--et ones sutler from drought, 
mulch the ground about them, and fre­ 
quently sprinkle or shower the stems and 
branches. 
_ The roots extend as far from the tree as 
its entire highth. Clean and n: -How culti­ 
vation snoal-.l therefore covei a circle 
twice as wide as its hight. 
As a general rule, cultivation should be 
continued for six, eight or teu y :rs from 
planting, after which closely-grazed or 
lawn-mowed grass may be permitted, with 
frequent top-dressing. 
_ flu- amount of manuring or top-dress­ 
ing must varr with the vigor of the trees; 
young trees should grow two or three feet 
yearly, and bearing ones one or more. 
Keep an eye to the future shape of the 
tree, and timely remove small, needless, 
crossing or crooked limbs This will ob­ 
viate heavy pruning in after years. 
Pruning when dormant tends to impart 
vigor, but when growing or in leaf it 
checks growth, and therefore a feeble tree 
should never be pruned after growth com­ 
mences in the spring. But healthv, strong 
growers may be lightly pruned at either 
season. 
Most of the “bad luck" with young trees 
and orchards is the result of ’ neglecting 
the preceding rules.— Country Gentlmnan. 
FEED IN G FOR EG G S . 
On this subject we find an excellent ar­ 
ticle in the 0'nn'r;, G ’ttleman, which we 
commend to our poultry raisers as con­ 
taining a vast amount of comiuoti sense. 
It reads as follows 
. Americans, as a people, are too hurry­ 
ing; too much haste and not enough dis­ 
patch marks our movement»; we are an 
impatient, nervous, excitable people. Our 
Brit s i cousins are slow, cool, calm and 
deli Derate, u. ving with caution and pre­ 
cision, counting the cost at the outset. We 
too often eater upon enterprises, and fol­ 
low out calculations that prove utter fail­ 
ures. We do not rely sufficiently on our 
own power-, but are too often led astray 
following the examples of one another. 
Because one has entered upon a pursuit 
and become successful in it, a hundred 
others in every direction endeavor to do 
likewise and fail. 
The successful ones are the exceptions. 
As a branch of business, or rather of pur­ 
suit, in conjunction with other business, 
the keeping of poultry has crept in as a 
means of money-getting, whereas it was 
formerly done for plea-ure and home ben­ 
efit. A desire to rear and keep fancy 
poultry, for the sake of fabulous prices, 
has arisen among all classes. Of course, a 
desire for eggs, and winter eggs, too, bias 
come along with the fever, yet, in spite of 
all our efforts, the commodity fails us 
when the prices range the highest. Here 
oui impatience crpps out. We change our 
manner of feeding, and the feed itself, 
daiiy, and yet we are further from the de­ 
sired object than before, not considering 
that fowls require time to became accus­ 
tomed to any material change. 
If laying fowls had leen accustomed to 
a run at large, and to open weather, a sud­ 
den change to n lower temperature that 
enforces confinement will almost immedi­ 
ately decrease the yieid of eggs for tuauv 
weeks. Any sudden change of feed affects 
them likewise, and yet change is desirable 
and necessary, only do not look for the 
eggs immediately after the change. The 


feed is first taken into the system and j 
wholly combined with it before it can be 
returned in eggs. 
A sudden change from one kind of grain 
to another will generally stop hens from 
laving for a short period, yet it is neces- 
sarv for the health of fowls in confinement. 
Greater c;¡:e should he exteuded in this 
respect toward young pullets iu particular, 
more especially in confinement, and with 
pullets that come iuto laying at an early 
ageWhen at large there is no danger, as the 
exercise and vegetable matter thus ob­ 
tained ward oft any disease. Whole corn 
is hard to digest, and requires more 
strength than a laying pullet in confine­ 
ment can aflord to expend. Hens stuffed 
with corn and kept in idleness acquire bad 
habits and become worthies». 
A regular system of feeding and course 
of management should be adopted at the 
beginning of winter aud steadily adhered 
to throughout So long as the birds keep 
health and improve daily iu looks, be as­ 
sured that your system is correct, and eggs 
will be forthcoming. It i» necessary to 
feed many weeks ahead for c-gg». 
BAD SHOEING OF HOUSES. 
Nine times out of teu faulty shoeing is 
responsible tor lameness. Colts are born 
with perfect feet. 
Nature intended them 
to run on the grouud constantly, and if 
they did their hoofs would wear away 
evenly, but instead they are kept indoors 
five months of the year, the hoofs become 
long and break off in pieces from time to 
time. If a considerable piece breaks off' at 
the side the foot runs over, like an old 
boot, and the colt acquires the habit of 
walking partially on one side of the foot, 
which is very difficult to remedy. .Some­ 
times both sides break off) leaving the toe 
unnaturally long, thus throwing more 
weight on the heels, causing them to wear 
away faster than they should. This pro­ 
duces fiat feet. 
The uneven breaking off’ 
of the hoofs before the animal matures 
causes most of the imperfections in the feet 
of the horse, with resultant ringbones, 
spavins, curbs and other ailments. 
When a horse with a bad foot comes to 
be shod, if it runs over at the side, it 
should be leveled up gradually at severa 1 
succeeding slioeings by making the shoe 
thicker at one side and paring down the 
hoof a little the more on the opposite 
side. If the feet are flat, the heels should 
be let alone and the toes cut as far back as 
it will answer at every shoeing. The shoe 
should never bear on the sole of the foot, 
but on the wall alone. If the sole is low 
down and presents a convex surface, as is 
often the case, the shoe should either be 
made concave, to match, or very narrow to 
fit only on the horny shell, if the ani­ 
mal has contracted feet, the heels should 
be cut away all it should do, as well as the 
horn on the bottom of the foot, and the 
shoes should be beveled out from the quar- 
I ters back, that the feet may have a ten­ 
dency to spread. If tIn, anim al lias ring­ 
bone oi«auy stiffness in the joints, the toes 
should be cut back. This rule applies also 
to cases of spavin, thoroughpin, curbs, etc. 
Bad feet iu horses are generally traceable 
to inattention of man. 
The feet of colts should be attended to 
once in three months, from the time thev 
are first stabled in the fall until they reach 
maturity, and then permanently good feet 
will Vie assured. If agricultural societies 
would employ a skillful man to shoe 
horses at their fairs and give illustrative 
lectures, they would accomplish more good 
than they do now by some of their trans­ 
actions.—X. Y. Sporting World. 
A PLACE FOR EVERYTHING. 
Have a place for everything. If this 
homely injunction were followed, there 
would not be near so much fretting or so 
many petty annoyances in life. It is a 
very simple thing to have nails upon 
which the broom anddust-pan mav always 
be found suspended when not in use. a 
particular place to keep a pair of scissors, 
a drawer or a box in which the hatchet, 
hammer, nails, tools and other appliances 
may always be fouud. Outside of the 
house, shovels, pitchforks, etc., all have or 
should have, their racks, so that no un­ 
necessary time is lost during the laboring 
season. Household conveniences should 
be in place upon just the same prineiple. 
The housewife who is always* hunting 
for a thimble, box of tacks, the whisk- 
broom, etc., is always in hot water and 
never has time to go anywhere or accom­ 
plish anything outside of the daily rou­ 
tine. Your children and husband should 
be made to respect your right iu this re­ 
spect. This is easily accomplished by set­ 
ting them a persistent example. Some of 
us have experienced a change of heart re­ 
garding the old saying that “A man’s 
work is done with the setting of the sun, 
but a woman’s work is never done.” Lots 
of the work is all your own making and 
no one else is to blame. Once iu a while 
you will visit a friend who has seemingly 
plenty of time to chat and laugh and occa­ 
sionally to take a trip som .'here. Every­ 
thing about the house, fron. the garret to 
the cellar, is neat and tidy, notwithstand­ 
ing that there are little children to look 
after and no girl to help. W ith a sigh, 
you will say that she has a knack of doing 
things. It is no knack at all, hut the 
simple application of those principles of 
order and system ujtoti which all success­ 
ful business is founded.— California Fruit 
Grover. 
FARM NOTES. 
Of all grains oats stands first as the best 
for all purposes of feeding. 
Calves should have water, and young 
pigs should also be well supplied. Milk 
is not a substitute for water. 
If the time spent in grumbling about the 
depredations of insect pests was devoted to 
the study of entomology, the results would 
be more satisfactory. 
In Southern France violets are always 
grown under the deep shade of the olive 
groves, to preserve and develop the pecu­ 
liar delicacy of their odor. 
One mode of disposing of surplus poul­ 
try is to can it. This country produces 
enormous quantities of poultry, and we 
should he able to exj>ort a portion. 
Salt is an excellent fertilizer for some 
crops, as it aids lime in decomposing or­ 
ganic matter in the soil, and supplies so­ 
dium wherever it may be required. 
Rose hushes thrive better by being well 
cut out and the old wood removed. For 
flowering plants wood and mold makes an 
excellent fertilizer, but it should tie used 
freely. 
Numerous experiments have shown that 
a cow calving in September orOctober will 
give more milk and make more butter in 
the course of a year than will one calving 
in April or May. 
The cost of a farm is not the heaviest 
expense to the beginner. The outlay fur 
horses, cattle, machinery, utensils" and 
extra labor the first year i» often more 
than the cost of the farm. 
Clover and a feed of bran at night is bet­ 
ter than too much grain or clover exclu­ 
sively. Bran tor pigs, calves aud growing 
stock of all kinds provides phosphates and 
largely aids in developing the hone. 
It is claimed that Japan buckwheat has 
a larger kernel, ripens earlier and endures 
drought better than the well-known silver- 
huil varieties. 
It sitonld lie given a trial 
by those interested during the summer. 
Look over the vegetable seeds that are 
stored away. They should tie kept drv, 
and a- mice may destroy them the seeds 
should l c protected by* susjiendmg the 
bags or by inclosing them in a tin box. 
Though not considered a sure retuedv, 
the free use of lime around cabbage plants 
will assist greatly in keeping the maggot 
away. Scattered liberally over onion.» 
lime checks the ravages of the onion fly. ’ 
Knowing just what everything costs, its 
value, and its price in market, can onlv he 
determined bv the farmer keeping an Ac­ 
count of all his transactions, and by com­ 
parison with the accounts uf each vear. 


farmer should commence keeping a strict 
account. 
During the year ending June 30, 1889, 
65,250 gallons of cotton seed oil were sent 
to Italy for the presumed purpose of adul­ 
terating the olive oil, which was exported 
to us in fancy-labeled bottles. 
Whitewash should be used in order to 
render the stable cheerful. A light stable 
is more comfortable than a dark one, and, 
as the lime partially serves to disinfect the 
building, its application should be fre­ 
quent. 
Work between the rows of the strawber­ 
ries, keep the weeds down aud the soil 
loose. Plant raspberries early, so as to 
give them a good start. 
If the canes are 
to make good growth, give them manure 
in the hill. 
Ruies may be made for governing the 
dairy work, but there can he no rule made 
for feeding the cows in regard to quantity 
aud quality of food. Each cow will have 
her special demands, aud they must he 
complied with. 
Mulch around the young trees as soon 
as the grouud is frozen. This will pre­ 
vent the ground from thawing too early 
iu the spring, thus delaying the flow of 
sap, thereby lessening the liability of in­ 
jury from late frosts. 
A correspondent of the Massachusetts 
Fiuicman says that a quart of vinegar in 
half a pail of water, if thoroughly sprinkled 
over the interior of a hen-house, will free 
it from lice, when whitewashing and other 
remedies have failed. 
Every bull on the farm should he broken 
to the yoke when he is young and he made 
to work. There is nothing so efficacious 
as work for tempering a savage disposition. 
The bull is dangerous because he is idle 
aud has nothing to do. 
W hen milk is unfit for the farmer to 
drink, it is also unlit for the young calf. 
Scours frequently result from the calf not 
receiving milk that is fresh and sweet. 
The natural conditions in feeding young 
calves should he observed as closely as 
possible. 
Tiie farmer should endeavor to learn 
something of the classification of insects 
and their habits. Many of them are aids 
to the farmer, though a majority of them 
enemies. Parasites kill more injurious 
insects than other known cause. Some 
insects live by preying upon other kinds. 
It is not economical to attempt to fatten 
very lean hogs by feeding them corn ex­ 
clusively. They will not thrive on such a 
diet, and will fatten only slowly. But if 
corn is fed with skim milk, buttermilk, 
cooked turnips and scalded or steamed cut 
hay, the hogs will increase rapidly and at 
less cost than on corn alone. 
Never make an expenditure on the farm 
without having an object in view and a 
knowledge of what may be the result. All 
experiments should lie made on a small 
plot, and the cost noted carefully. While 
some are successful in producing extra 
large crops, yet they failed to secure 
profits because of expenditures injudicious­ 
ly made. 
\\ agons should he kept well greased. 
Grease is cheaper than horseflesh, and as 
the roads in the winter season do not al­ 
ways permit of the use of light wagons the 
draught on the horses should be kept at the 
minimum point, and greasing the axles 
will largely contribute to lessen the wear 
and tear of the wagons as well as the labor 
of the horses. 
Manure will not cause the plants to 
grow until it is reduced to the condition 
necessary for that purpose when applied to 
the soil. The rain will extract the soluble 
matter, but the solids must undergo a 
complete chemical process before they will 
become soluble. Hence, to secure the best 
results from the manure it should be well 
decomposed in the manure heap. 
All field crops should he so planted as 
to allow plenty ot room lor cultivation 
between the rows. Some crops do not re­ 
ceive proper cultivation late in the season 
because the horses cannot pass between the 
rows after the plants are well grown, the 
consequence being that grass gets posses­ 
sion and lessens the yield. Cultivation is 
necessary for some crops until thev begin 
to seed. 
Salted almonds are at this time one of 
the favorite delicacies. 
To prepare them 
first shell the nuts and blanch the 
almonds. Put them in a baking-pan with 
* teaspoonful of butter to each pound of 
almonds. Bake the nuts until thoroughly 
dry and of a light brown color. Stir fre­ 
quently until every almond is oiled with 
the butter. Take them from the oven 
and dust thickly with salt. Turn them 
out on to a cold dish and place in a cool, 
dry place until they are wanted.

The First A scent by Explorers—A M ount­ 
ain Nearly Tw enty Thousand 
F eet H igh. 


fLandon Standard, April 15th.] 
The interesting paper, describing his as­ 
cent of Kilimanjaro, read by Dr. Meyer 
to the Geographical Society last night, 
was one of more interest to the botanist 
and geologist than to the mere topog­ 
rapher, for the great snow peak of eastern 
Africa has already been described bv Dt 
Meyer himself with great minuteness, and 
before his day more than one naturalist 
passed some time on its slope. When, in 
1848, Mr. Rehman, of the Church Mission­ 
ary Society, intimated to the world that 
there was in Africa, three degrees south of j 
the equator, a mountain covered with per­ 
petual snow, his intelligence was received 
with something like incredulity, although 
it was fully confirmed by his companion. 
Dr. Krapf. All doubts on this matter 
were, however, finally set at rest by the 
visits paid to the mountain by the party of 
Baron Yon der Deeken. iii 1862, and by 
that of Mr. New, who, in 1»67. readied 
the lower edge of the snow. Since that 
date it has been frequently examined and 
described with more or le-s fullness. 
Sportsmen have hunted around its base 
and far up its lower reaches, ami Mr. 
Johnston, now our Consul in Mozambique, 
passed several months in collecting natural 
history specimens within the temperate 
area of its many climatic zones. In real­ 
ity, it is now believed that long before 
modern African travel or travelers were 
dreamt of, Aristotle alluded to it when lie 
wrote of “the so-called Silver Mountain,” 
from whielt flowed the mighty Nile. But 
no one will dispute Dr. Meyer's claim of 
being the first to attain the summit, or de­ 
ny that to him belongs the glory of being 
its most exhaustive explorer, although he 
had the experience of more than one pre­ 
decessor by which to profit. 
Of late years Kilimanjaro—or Kilima­ 
Njaro, as the purists in Bantu philology 
insist on writing the name—has assumed 
an entirely novel aspect. It has been 
found to l>e only one of several snow­ 
capped peaks in the same region, and one 
of many dormant or extinct volcanoes in 
the African Highlands. Kenia, not to 
mention the white top of Ruwenzori, 
which Mr. Stanley has described iu his 
preliminary account of his latest explora­ 
tion», equals, if it does not surpass it. in 
grandeur, though Kilimanjaro is undeni­ 
ably the highest known point in Aiiie:.. 
Some of its rivals have, it is understood, 
been ascended, though there are, or there 
have recently been, such a number of pri­ 
vate expeditions in Central Africa that it 
is difficult to keep account of the work 
done by travelers, many of whom are 
sportsmen who do not essay literature, or 
are engaged on behalf of rival trading 
companies, which have every interest in 
keeping secret the movements of their 
agents. But Kilimanjaro is within the 
sphere of the German company’s opera­ 
tions, so that Dr. Meyer is justified in 
making the patriotic boast tiiat in ascend­ 
ing the summit of this mountain he has 
been able to plant the flag of itis country 
on the loftiest giouud in German terri­ 
tory.Kilimanjaro stands quite isolatedj from 
all other bights on the eastern edge of the 
great plateau of Equatorial Africa, though 
Kenia and Lemeru lie only 100 miles 
away, while due west, at a distance of be- 
twee 30 and 40 miles, towers the noble 
mass of Mount Meru. It has two princi­ 
pal summits, besides various volcanic 
craters now tilled with vegetation, or. iu 
one instance at least, with one of those 
strange tarns which are so familiar to 
geologists in the Eifel and other volcanic 
regions. The great peaks are Kibo, or 
Baremi, a magnificent dome, distinguished 
by a smooth and regular outline, and 
Mawenzi, or Kimawenzi, which, on the 
contrary, is dark and ragged, the saddle 
between the two being a ridge several 
miles in extent. The first of these sum­ 
mits Dr. Meyer, during his three-weeks’ 
stay on the upper slopes of the mountain, 
ascended four times, while the latter was 
readied almost as often. Hence, we imag­ 
ine, in spite of his modest declaimer, there 
is not a great deal to do for those who 
come after him, the botany, zoology and 
geology of the mountains having" been 
thoroughly examined. The latest series 
of ascents commenced in October last, Dr. 
Meyer and his companion, Herr Purt- 
schcller, being accompanied by a native of 
Pangani, though, as a rule, the tribesmen 
living on the sides of the mountain, un­ 
able to hear the cold of the higher reaches, 
decline to go as far as the snow line. 
The saddle-shaped plateau above Mar- 
eall’s village, 14,270 above sea level, formed 
the basis of their operations. From this 
point they crept upwards along the great 
lava streams running in a southwesterly 
direction. 
At 16,400 feet they met the 
first snow, though in much smaller quanti­ 
ties than in July, 1887. 
At 18,240 feet, 
in an atmosphere hard to breathe on ac- 
account of its rarefication, the lower 
limits of the ice-cap of Kibo were at­ 
tained, and there what would he called in 
Switzerland the real Alpine work began. 
Colored spectacles, to prevent the climbers 
from being blinded by the glare of the 
snow, ropes to keep them from slipping, 
and axe» to cut footholds in the slippery 
glacier, now came into use. 
Crevasses 
were numerous, and that difficulty of 
breathing, which aflects men so differently 
that, on th.e greatest bights of the Andes 
and the Himalayas yet attained, the 
“zoroche,” has sometimes 
not 
been 
noticed, was so intense that a halt was 
necessary every few minutes. At length, 
just when their strength was all about ex­ 
hausted, the rim of the Kibo crater was 
reached. But though they saw its highest 
elevation on the south side of the moun­ 
tain rising some few feet above the ice­ 
cap, they were unable to go further unless 
at the risk of having to hivouc without 
the least protection from the hitter cold of 
an elevation of 19,000 feet above the sea 
level. 
Having climbed 5,700 feet iu 
eleven hours, and, by discovering the 
eruptive cone in the bottom of the crater, 
having solved the problem of Kibo, they 
considered, not without reason, that for 
that occasion they had done enough. 
Their next attempt was crowned with 
complete success, for they reached, with 
comparatively little labor, the highest 
point—Kaiser Wilhelm Spitza—which, by 
the aneroid barometer, an instrument by 
no means trustworthy at great elevations, 
was found to be 19,690 feet in hight. 
Shifting their quarters, Mawenzi was next 
essayed. This summit seems much older 
than its twin peak; andowingto its ragged, 
crumbling rock, worn away by ages of rain 
and wind and snow, it affords a less secure 
foothold than Kibo. ’ Detached patches of 
grass straggle up to 15,750 feet. Beyond 
this all vegetation, except lichens and 
mosses, ceases. However, the different 
sides of the summit are not equally diffi­ 
cult, so that three ascents were accom­ 
plished to an elevation of over 19,300 feet. 
If, therefore, Dr. Meyer's estimates by (he 
aneroid barometer are not inaccurate, the 
mountain is considerably higher than was 
previously supposed, 18,715 feet being the 
elevation usually given for it. The mere 
climbing of this peak, though creditable 
to the i>erseverance of Messrs. Meyer and 
Purtscheller, who for sixteen days worked 
at a hight of over 13,000 feet", is, as we 
have said, of less geographical than bio­ 
logical importance, since the observations 


well acquainted with its% general features, 
the two or three thousand feet which were 
left for the Germans to traverse not being 
the most interesting of the 19,000. 
The lower reaches of the mountains are 
those which will in future years he fouud 
most important. Already they are dotted 
with native villages, some of which ascend 
to a hight where the climate i» almost 
temperate. In the fertile, well-watered 
valleys of this volcanic mountain all crops 
can grow, from the fruits and grains of 
the tropics to the cereals and garden veg­ 
etable- of the North. At 5,900 feet the 
last banana is passed, when a fores: region 
is entered, which exteuds to about 11,000 
feet. Then come grass-covered iava field», 
which we have seen exteud to between 
15,000 and 16,000 feet, and, in detached 
patches, even further, though the zones 
of vegetation, of which there are six well 
defined, vary a little iu different expos­ 
ures. 
After lichens and mosses assert 
their sway, uutii snow and ice slop 
the upward range of life. Kilimanjaro 
may. therefore, with its sister peaks, be­ 
come, if not the most lucrative of the Ger­ 
man possessions in Africa—and Sir Samuel 
Baker declares that he never saw any­ 
thing in Africa except ivory “worth a 
shilling a pound”—at least the most im­ 
portant. For here Europeans can Five in 
comfort; and no doubt, In the ages that 
are before ti», sanitariums like those on 
the Indian hills will be established on the 
bights of Kilimanjaro. The Germans are. 
indeed, furtunate in this respect. For, if 
they _ hive entered the field of African 
colonization rather late in the day, they 
have secured in this summit in their East 
Coast possessions a health resort rivaled 
only by the Cameroons Peak in their pest­ 
ilential territory on the western shore of 
the continent.

Another “charm” that one often sees 
about the children’s throats, besides the 
“luck-dime,” is a dog’s tooth, warranted to 
make teeth coine without pain. 
Some­ 
time- the left hind foot of a rabbit is 
sewed into a child's garment, this to make 
the little one grow rapidly; and sometimes 
a dark mother will rub her child with 
“pot liquor,” this to giva strength. 
When 
teeth begin to make their appearance va­ 
rious “charmings” are resorted to; a “wood- 
sawyer,” a soft pulpy worm that loves to 
bore into the bark of pine trees, is often 
procured and, alive as it is, is tied about 
the neck and left there until it dies: this, 
it is alleged, will make “teeth come easy.” 
On the principal of an ounce of preven­ 
tion, an infant is not allowed to look into 
a mirror, or to even wear a man’s hat, for 
either of these simple acts are considered 
potent in making a child “teeth hard.” 
The mother who wishes her child to walk 
early will, on ri-ing at daybreak, take it to 
the cabin door, and placing its feet on the 
edge of the door stop, will sweep off its in­ 
step with a straw broken from a broom, or, 
perhaps, will “ ‘nint de foots wid fair spit­ 
tle.” 
Either of these encouragements to 
locomotion must be practiced before the 
mother has spoken a word. 
What queer lullabies are sung to these 
dark morsels of humanity. 
I fancy if 
little pickaninnies were not accustomed to 
such songs they would often be too amused 
at the queer jumble of words to sleep by 
them.

O miss lady, foots so sw ir 
Slake dat music soun’ slow an’ stiff 
O gib dat medjure a lighter lif 
A dancln’ down whar de sunshines sh if— 
No idea of the sweetness of the sing­ 
ing can be given by the silly words or 
singling rhyme. 
.Beautiful voices and 
beautiful wild airs to sing are given to the 
African. 
Even words absurd as these that 
follow are sometimes wedded to rarely 
beautiful melody : 
Ring up de ring, 
Jine in an' sing— 
Four couples jine in — 
Do single, jine in— 
Ring up, jiue iu — 
Go hoppiu , jine in— 
Go skippin’, jine in­ 
Young lady, jine in— 
Young gem’men jine in— 
Ring up de ring, 
Jiue in an’ sing. 
Den heah we go — 
Slowly, lowly, lowly, oh— 
On dis sweet and chatterin' groun’. 
Slowly! Slowly ! roun’ and roua — 
I put my right foot out; 
1 turn my left foot about; 
I give my right foot a stomp, stomp, stomp, 
An I give my left foot a tromp, tromp, tromp. 
Sometime ! sometime ! 
Sometime! sometime ! 
A little hand sometime, sometime kin rule de 
country - 
My love, jine in ! 
My dove, jine in : 
Little Mistis, don’t you cry— 
Yo’ sweethear.’ll come by-m-by ! 
Evei when tw ilight shakes out her pur­ 
ple wings over those humble cabin homes; 
when hazes born of darkness and distance 
fall closer to the faces of the wide-stretch­ 
ing field; when the breezes of the night 
make even cooler and iresher than the 
ceaseless wind that has all day tossed the 
light-blue hazes to and fro above the wav­ 
ing acres ol yellow “nigger-heads” and 
w hite Chilean clover, their many, many 
voices are raised in songs like this : 


Whar is dat butterfly ? 
Wings shut when night is nigh, 
Stars shiuin' up so high, 
Sleep, baby, sleep. 
J.ightnin’ bug’s on de wing. 
Night birds begin to sing. 
Moon shiniu' in dat spring, 
Deep, missy, deep.

If in waking hours the child has shown 
undue fear of a snake, the parent will 
endeavor to cure him of his fear by put­ 
ting into his crib a snake that is harmless, 
allowing the creature to stay there all 
night, on the supposition that fam iliarity 
will forbid fear.

THE NEW ELECTION LAW OF NEW 
YORK. 


T he ballot reform bill that has just be­ 
come a law in the State of New York, after 
the veto of two other bills by Governor 
H ill that looked in the same direction, is 
now before us. 
In no other State has the 
question of ballot reform been so much 
discussed, or the measures proposed con­ 
cerning it so hotly contested. 
It is, there­ 
fore, of special im portance to know just 
what the New York law is. 
W hile we do 
not recognize it as the best, it is an ad. 
vanee, a decided gain for the movement to 
secure 
secrecy 
and 
inviolability 
of 
the ballot. 
The new law is notable for 
these distinguishing features, which justify 
an extended explanation: 
It goes into effect Ju ly 1st of this year. 
A ll ballots are to be official and printed at 
public expense. 
Cards of instruction are 
to be printed by each county and furnished 
to every voter in ample tim e for him to 
gain an understanding of the law. 
Nom­ 
inations may be made by conventions, or 
voters in groups, to the number specified 
in the law. 
A Convention of party char­ 
acter is recognized, the party of which at 
the next election just befoie the nolding 
of the convention cast one per cent, of the 
vote of the State, county, or district. 
The proof and the list of nominations 
are certified by the party officials and filed, 
for State nominations w ith the State De­ 
partm ent, for county and district nomina­ 
tions with County Clerks. 
W here a nom­ 
ination is to be made for a State or district 
office, voters of the district in which the 
office is to be filled to the number of 1,000 
for the State, if for a less district 250, for 
a county 100, and for villages, towns and 
cities, Brooklyn and 
New York other 
numbers, may nominate by making a cer­ 
tificate the same as do Conventions and 
prim aries. B ut no certificate shall contain 
more names for one position than there are 
persons to be elected to the trust, and no 
person shall sign more than one certificate 
for nomination to one office. 
For State elections the certificates must 
be filed at least thirty, and for county of­ 
fices at least twenty days before the day of 
election. 
W here the nomination is bv 
citizens not in a Convention a somewhat 
shorter minim um of tim e is allowed. The 
Secretary of State then certifies to every 
County Clerk what the nominations are 
and at least six days before the election 
the Clerk must publish a list of the nom i­ 
nees with a detail as to the residence, oc­ 
cupation and other facts, to insure the 
identity of the candidate being arrived at. 
T he publication must not be confined to 
the press of any one political party. 
It is unnecessary to enter into all the 
details with regard to sim ilar procedure 
in town and village elections. 
The same 
general principie governs, except that in 
very small election districts posting takes 
the place of publication of the lists of 
nominees. 
If a nominee declines at any 
tim e prior to twelve day- before the elec­ 
tion, the fact must he certified to the 
proper officer and notice of the declination 
be given. 
Provision is made for objec­ 
tions to be heard and determ ined to the 
nomination of any person. 
If a nominee 
resigns or dies before election, a committee 
of the party that nominated may fill the 
vacancy and under oath certify up the 
fact as in the first instance, but 
it is 
done under oath and with specific and 
careful detail. 
T he ballots are to be printed under the 
direction of the County Clerks, and with 
uniform ity as to paper, color, style, etc. 
Sample copies of the ballots are to be 
prepared and put at command for public 
inspection at least seven days before the 
election, and the official ballots may b« in ­ 
spected by the candidates or their agents 
at least four days before the election. 
E v­ 
erv ballot is to be perforated at the top for 
a stub one inch wide. 
On it is to be 
printed the number; below the stub is to 
be printed in type, designated by the law, 
the title of the offices and the names of 
the nominees made by Conventions, p ri­ 
maries or committees. 
There are also to 
be printed sufficient ballots containing 
only the title of the office to be filled, and 
w ithout the names 
of the 
nominees. 
T here are to be as many kinds of ballots 
as there are parties nominating by Con­ 
vention, and as there are groups of citi­ 
zens nom inating, as earlier described. 
TheTcuirrn, size and style of printing the 


bal'.ots are provided for much as is done by 
The California law. 
The ballots are so ad­ 
justed by size and form that they will fold 
in the middle, lengthwise and crosswise, in 
such a way as to leave the stub on the out­ 
side, so th at it may be stripped off w ith­ 
out unfolding the ballot. 
On the back of 
each ballot, so as to be exposed when 
folded, is to be printed in large type the 
words “’Official Ballot for 
,” followed 
by a fac sim ilie of the signature of the 
County Clerk. 
T he blank is to be filled 
with the designation of the polling place. 
Two hundred ballots of etch kind are tobe 
printed for every fifty and traction of fifty 
voters in a precinct. 
If there is com plaint th at the Clerk has 
erroneously priuted the ballots, certain 
Judges of certain Courts are given power 
to hear the case and order the necessary 
correction. 
The Clerk may on his own 
motion also correct any obvious error. 
Careful provision is made for the delivery 
of the ballots and their final arrival in the 
hands of the Inspectors of Election, and 
provision is also made for supplying extra 
ballots in case of loss of originals by Town 
Clerks, to whom the County Clerks for­ 
ward them . 
If tltis supply of extra bal­ 
lots from any cause becomes impossible, 
unofficial w ritten ballots, as nearly like 
the official as is possible under the circum­ 
stances, may be used by the Inspectors. In 
case of the death or ineligibility of any 
candidate just before the election, unoffi­ 
cial ballots may be used for th at particular 
vacancy. 
The elected Inspectors appoint 
one B allot Clerk and the appointed In ­ 
sp ecto r another. 
One Ballot Clerk must 
be chosen from the political party th at at 
the next preceding election polled the 
largest vote on State issues, and another 
from the party th at polled the next high­ 
est vote. 
A t all the polling places there are to be 
booths with conveniences for w riting, and 
the booth must be of a form to screen 
each voter from observation as he prepares 
his ballot. 
G uard-rails are to be so placed 
th at persons outside of them cannot come 
nearer than six feet to the ballot-box, and 
the voting compartments must be reached 
by passing w ithin the guard-rail. 
The 
compartments are to be in plain view of 
those just outside the guard-rail. 
Every 
compartm ent is to have four sides six feet 
high, and a door on one side reaching 
w ithin two feet of the floor and swinging 
outward. 
Inside there is to be a shelf a 
foot wide on which to write. 
In no voting precinct can there lie 
listed more than three hundred voters. To 
them the ballot clerks deliver the ballots 
as they come to the ballot-box. 
As the 
voter is supplied his name is entered, with 
the printed number of the ballots he re­ 
ceives, each group having a common num­ 
ber. 
At the same tim e two clerks, or an 
Insj>ector and a clerk, indorse their initial- 
on the back of the ballots. 
The voter of 
course receives one of each of the several 
kinds of ballots. 
H e then retires into the 
compartment and prepares his ballot. 
On 
returning to th e ballot-box he hands the 
Inspector the folded ballot he wishes to 
vote. 
The Inspector, after calling out the 
name and number of the voter and satisfy­ 
ing him self that the ballot is one th at was 
delivered officially, tears off the stub, thus 
destroying the identity of the ballot as 
related to tb - voter, and the ballot is then 
cast. 
The voter must return to the Elec­ 
tion Board and folded all the unused bal­ 
lots he took into the booth, and these áre 
put into a box through a slot and at the 
close of the canvass of the vote, the box 
and contents are burned by the Election 
Board. 
In the privacy of the compartment the 
voter may erase or w rite any name upon 
a ballot, or he may use a paster ballot 
name by name th at he is perm itted to 
carry into the booth, or he can paste the 
whole paster ballot over the official one, 
provided the former is printed in con­ 
formity w:th the regulation ballot style. 
Three minutes constitute the minimum, 
and ten the maximum for the occupancy 
of a compartment by a voter. 
No one is 
allowed inside the guard rail except the 
elector when voting, the police officers, 
the election officers and watchers provided 
by the law. 
Challenging is to be con­ 
ducted as under the old law. 
If a voter 
spoils a ballot he may receive a new one, 
bnt not to exceed four times can the 
operation be repeated, but the spoiled 
ballots must be returned, sealed up and 
finally deposited with the County Clerk 
and an entry of the spoiling and the ob­ 
taining of a new set must be made on the 
poll list. 
If physically unable to prepare his bal­ 
lot, and by his oath he proves it, the voter 
may take one friend into the com part­ 
ment w ith him to aid him , and the fact is 
to be recorded on the poll list. 
It is 
made a crime for such an assistant to re­ 
veal the vote of an elector, or to attem pt 
to persuade him to vote for or against any 
one. 
Severe penalties are provided for 
violation of the law. especially for at­ 
tem pts to counterfeit ballots or deface 
them, or procure fraudulent certificates, 
or nominations by petition, and for some 
of these offenses the penalty involves con­ 
finement in the State prison. 
The pun­ 
ishment of election officers 
for fraud, 
neglect, refusal to comply w ith the law, 
revealing, interference or lobbying with 
voters, false counting and returning, or 
failing to return unused ballots, etc., is 
■ severe. 
It is made a crime to deliver to any 
voter a ballot except from the hands of an 
Inspector. 
The voter inside th e guard 
rail cannot name for whom he votes, nor 
mark his ballot in any way so as to iden­ 
tify it, or refuse to return unused ballots, 
except 
in peril of hard 
punishment. 
W age-earners are given two hours in 
working hours to leave th eir employment 
for the purpose of voting, and their tim e 
cannot be “docked” for the absence. 
In ­ 
spectors of Election are chosen by ballot 
in towns, cities and villages to the number 
of three for each precinct, and the officers 
of the town meeting ordering the election 
api>oint two others for each precinct. 
Such, in synopsis, is the new law of 
the Em pire State—the result of four years 
of bitter contest—for the security of the 
inviolability of the ballot and the con­ 
servation of the right of the forgotten or 
rejected man to still ask and receive the 
votes of his fellow-citizens, despite the de­ 
cision of a convention or prim ary. 
We 
cannot now comment upon the law as it 
deserves. 
It has defects, but its virtues 


probably more than compensate for them. 
W e can aflord to trust to experience to 
point out to the people of 
New York the 
need for changes in *ue law that will 
eventually bring it m ore near to perfec­ 
tion. 
It may be rem arked, however, that 
the gravest defects in the law, in our judg­ 
ment, is th e provision requiring as many 
ballots to be printed as there are parties or 
independent groups in the field, and the 
provision requiring clerical indorsement 
of the ballots. 
W e believe th at the single 
ballot, even if it amounted to an octavo 
volume, would be the better for the voter 
and the cause of reform of election laws, 
while there is no necessity whatever for 
requiring the indorsement of the ballots. 
They can be verified as well by the num ­ 
bers. 
Skilled clerks can so indorse ballots 
as to identify three-fourths of them in the 
count. 


THE ARNOLD-GARNESS CASE. 


In crim inal annals there is no record of 
a more infamous attem pt to blast reputa­ 
tion and wreck character, than developed 
in the Arnold m urder trial in San F ran ­ 
cisco, th at came to such a just ending on 
Friday. 
W e are accustomed to decry the extrav­ 
agance of the modern sensational drama, 
and to reproach the literature of the age 
th at gives birth to w hat we denominate 
wildly improbable tales of plots and con­ 
spiracies to possess women, to abduct 
maidens, to rob men of their money 
through blackmail, and to crush hearts by 
the most m alignant and carefully plotted 
libels; but the lowest levels of imaginative 
w riting have never made record of a fan­ 
cied scheme of devilishness that will at all 
compare with the malevolence of the plan 
of Garness to possess him self of the wife 
and purse of Arnold. It may be th at there 
have been parallels to this scheme to 
dragoon the man who had done him no 
wrong, but if so, they have not been ex­ 
posed to public gaze. 
Garness did not have even the poor excuse 
of revenge to bolster the infamous hunting 
down of his victim. 
On the contrary. 
Judas-like, he posed as the friend of 
Arnold, and with amazing simulation of 
sym pathy condoled w ith the unfortunate 
man into whose heart he was pitilessly 
driving the cruel steel. 
T hat the wretch who concocted the plan 
for the ruin of Arnold’s household and 
the covering of his children with a m antle 
of shame, should have sought certain of the 
press as avenues through which to more 
directly strike his victim, is a cause for 
hum iliation to all engaged in journalism, 
since the thought th at suggested the use of 
that medium must have been the outcome 
of a belief in the venality of newspapers, 
in turn due to the disreputable course that 
a portion of the press has pursued in recent 
years. 
It is simply reflection of the common 
judgm ent of the people of the State to 
say th at the man Garness m et a tate of 
his own invitation, and th at no public 
condemnation of Arnold will be uttered 
for having taken the life of Garness. 
W e 
are not now considering the law which 
forbids the citizen to take its office into 
his own hands or to accomplish the pun­ 
ishment it provides may be adm ini-tered 
for the commission of offenses. 
There can 
be no possible excuse for the taking oí 
hum an life, except such as the law pro­ 
vides; society cannot aflord to commit 
into the hands of men the infliction of 
penalties w ithout fortification of the de­ 
crees of its tribunals. 
A jury of the country has, however, by 
its verdict, declared th at Arnold is guilt­ 
less of the crime of m urder. 
It mav be 
assumed that the jurors based their find­ 
ing upon the belief th at Arnold, by reason 
of the disturbed condition of his mind, was 
irresponsible for his action, or th at Gar- 
ness, conscious of the justness of the re­ 
proach of Arnold when he charged him 
with the authorship of the m alignant 
anonymous circulars, attem pted to draw a 
weapon or assumed an attitude as if he 
would, and thus justified Arnold in firing 
upon him —th at is to say, the jury may 
have accepted the defendant’s story of the 
difficulty as true and have disbelieved the 
dying statem ent of Garness. 
T hat the 
jury, in view of the infamy of Garness 
established beyond all question, m ight 
well justify itself in rejecting the state­ 
ment of the dying man and accepting th at 
of the defendant will not be seriously con­ 
tested. 
But however this may be, and however 
dangerous the doctrine of giving into in­ 
dividual hands the office of the law, it re­ 
mains th at the acquittal of Arnold will lie 
accepted the world over as really based 
upon the brutal and unparalleled assault 
by Garness upon the domestic circle of 
Arnold. 


L i e u t e n a n t Z a l i n s x i , who was -ent 
abroad by the U nited States Government 
to exam ine improved ordnance and army 
equipments, is en route home. 
A con­ 
versation w ith him by a reporter of the 
IForW, developed th at the Lieutenant has 
much of im portance to report to our W ar 
D epartm ent, but no notable particulars 
were revealed by this special agent, except 
th at he returns with a firm conviction that 
smokeless powder, as tested in France, is 
not likely to come into general use. 
Za- 
linski reports an 
unkindly feeling in 
France toward the U nited States, because 
of the failure of the Panam a canal scheme 
th at result being attributed to American 
antagonism and unfriendliness. 
T hat this 
is in some part justified is undeniable, but 
American disbelief in the practicability 
and economy of the methods adopted by 
De Lesseps’ management is also justified 
is equally true. 
Lieutenant Zalinski be­ 
lieves that war is inevitable in Europe 
w ithin the next year or two, and that 
Germany is best prepared for the shock 
of arms he is also convinced. 
Contrary to 
generally accepted beliefs on this side of 
the water, he thinks that the joining of 
the issues of arms will be between G er­ 
many and Russia first, rath er th at between 
France and Germany. 


E y r a c d , the French strangler, has been 
captured at last, after a chase th at lias a t­ 
tracted the attention of the world. 
The 
French Courts will make short work of the 
m urderer. 
If he had been an American 
and subject to trial in the Courts of 
our own country, it would have been safe 
to have predicted that, with the law’s de­ 
lays, the opportunities oursystem oilers for 
continuances and hindrances of trial and 
execution, he would have a full vear or 


two of life before him after his capture, j 
As it is, w ith the rapidity of trial and 
execution that prevails in France, it may 
be accepted th at Eyraud will step up to 
the knife of the guillotine w ithin a month 
after he reaches Paris.

A D e c o m p o sin g C h in a m a n F o u n d in a n 
I-S tre e t D en . 
Officer Frazee yesterday notified D r. C. 
B. N ichols, City P hysician, of th e fact that 
there were several sick and neglected Chi­ 
nam en in an I-street underground den. one 
of w hom had been shot in th e hips. 
T he 
spot w here the sick m en were was at No. 
42G, and th ith e r th e doctor was piloted by 
th e cfficer. 
Dr. N ichols found four M ongolians h u d ­ 
dled together in the place, w hich—lik e the 
m ajority of C hinese dens—was foul be­ 
yond description and reeking w ith odors as 
rank as ever attacked th e nostrils of m an. 
One of the sick m en was covered w ith 
sores, and his body, the doctor says, was a 
disgusting sight. 
H e gave instructions to 
have the invalids rem oved to th e County 
H ospital, and th en resum ed his explora­ 
tion. 
In another room h e ran across a C hina­ 
m an w ho was bey ond all h u m an aid. 
H e 
lay on a low bed, w ith som e old rags 
throw n over him , and appeared to have 
been dead for severa! days. 
T he condition 
of his body show ed th at death had re­ 
sulted from a foul disease, and it was as 
m uch as a physician— who was accustom ed 
to sights th at w ould tu rn the stom ach of 
ordinary persons—could stand to gaze upon 
the shocking sight. 
The m atter was brought to the notice of 
th e proper authorities, and th e bodv was 
rem oved. 
If th e h ealth officials of the city were 
doing their d uty w ith th at energy th at is 
expected o f m en w ho are w ell paid for 
light services, it is a sham e an d a disgrace 
to the city’ th at such things should be al­ 
lowed to exist as have been brought to light 
in C hinatow n. 
B ut it is in keeping w ith 
th e way in w hich som e of th e other in te r­ 
ests of th e city are looked after by the well- 
paid servants of the people. If an epidem ic 
of som e terribie character should break out 
here som e day, it w ill not be a difficult m at­ 
ter to locate the cause; and if the com m u­ 
nity should escape, th e people m ay th an k 
Providence alone, and not divide th eir 
gratitude w ith ‘hose w hose duty it is to 
keep the city clean and in a condition not 
to invite on epidem ic of disease.

S hortly after 9 o'clock the rep o n er called 
at tb e hotel, but found Dr. M cGlynn, his 
brother and niece about to go out to enjoy 
the fresh air, as the night was rath er warm 
w ithin doors. 
A ride to Oak P ark was 
proposed, and the party boarded one o f the 
J-street cars and rode to th e end of the line 
and back. 
F ra n k M cG lynn and his niece occupied 
one seat, and the doctor invited bis guest 
in to th e seat w ith him . th a t the reporter 
m ight h ear wha! he had to say. 
Dr. M cG lynn I s a m ao of m assive fíam e 
aud som ew hat portly. 
H is bearing is that 
of a m an who has confidence in him self, 
and bis face is lu ll of intelligence. 
H e 
w ould be selected from a crow d of a th o u ­ 
sand m en as one of broad views and a 
cultured m ind. 
H e said he h ad com e to 
the coast for the benefit of his health, 
w hich lately h ad been greatlv im paired! 
H e was going to visit his relatives in San 
Francisco for a w hile aud see w hat a 
change of clim ate m ight do for him . 
I’js- 
sibly during his stay he m ight deliver a 
few lectures. 
“T here have been a great m any Jthings 
published concerning your recent ¡roubles 
w ith 
the 
authorities of th e 
Catholic 
C hurch, doctor,” rem arked the interview er, 
by way of opening th e subject, “and peo­ 
ple out this way w ould be interested in 
know ing if all th at has been said is true?” 
* Oh, no doubt, he replied, "th ere have 
been m any things said in th e press th at 
were exaggeration.” 
“ W ell, is it true th at you once said in an 
address in New Y ork, th at you hoped to 
see the day w hen th e Pone w ould m arch 
dow n B roadw ay dressed in citizen's clothes 
and w ith a plug h at on his head .’” 
T he doctor laughed aud replied : “It is 
partly true, b ut I only introduced the re­ 
m ark parenthetically in m y address to 
illustrate an idea. 
Practically, I can see 
no reason w hy the Pope m ight not, w ith 
perfect propriety, do ju st th at th in g .” 
T hen th e doctor opened up his w onderful 
storehouse of ideas and proceeded to u n ­ 
bosom him self. 
H e is one of the m ost flu­ 
ent speakers ever listened to, and his choice 
of w ords such as only the thorough scholar 
em ploys in giving expression to his ideas. 
W ithout giving his com panion an oppor­ 
tu n ity to get in m ore than an occasional 
rem ark or query, he w ent on and told the 
story of his trouble w ith the C hurch a u ­ 
thorities, from its inception, aud this led 
him into a discussion of the principles of 
the single-tax theory, w hich he explained 
m inutely. 
It was im possible to m ake even an occa­ 
sional note of w hat th e doctor said, and the 
reporter could only sit and listen to the el­ 
oquent address (for it was nothing lessi. 
w hich occupied all th e tim e consum ed by 
the ride out and back. 
W ithout attem p t­ 
ing to quote the gentlem an in exact term s, 
a brief outline w ill be given of his expla­ 
nation of the situation as regards his rela­ 
tions w ith the C hurch, of whose doctrines 
he was once a popular expounder. 
“I w ish it understood,” said he, “ that I 
am ju s t as m uch a C atholic and a priest as 
I ever was. 
I never took issue w ith the 
doctrine of the church—I have sim ply 
condem ned som e of the restrictions w hich 
its officials have im posed upon its m em ­ 
bers. 
I have criticised, and I do criticise, 
those hide-bound ideas th at are the ou t­ 
grow th of centuries of stagnation w ithin 
th e church. 
I was educated in Rom e, and 
I spent years there, and I know w hereot I 
speak. 
T he Pope an d th e hundreds of 
cburch officials and ecclesiastics w ho su r­ 
ro u n d h im know n o thing of the m arch of 
m odern ideas, and thev never will until 
they break th e shell w ithin w hich they 
and th eir predecessors have so long im ­ 
prisoned them selves and com e out in the 
sunlight o f the present and fam iliarize 
them selves w ith the w ants of the people. 
“T he Pope,” said he, “is too m uch en­ 
grossed w ith his intriguing w ith foreign 
potentates for the preservation of his tem ­ 
poral pow er to do th at for his people w hich 
th e principles of his religion w ould enable 
him to accom plish. 
The people 
over 
w hich he dom inates are tired of his m eth ­ 
ods, and w ould hail w ith delight the com ­ 
ing of th e day w hen they m ight feel free 
to act like those of A m erica. 
T his is all 
th e result of the L arrow -m inded policy 
w hich th e Popes have pursued, and cannot 
be charged to the religion w hich they rep ­ 
resent. 
T here is no reason, as before 
stated, w hy the Pope should not throw off 
som e of th e purple and fine feathers w ith 
w hich he is fettered, dism iss th e courtiers 
and guards an d codeon of eatellitesj th at 
surround him , and com e out am ong the 
people and be one of them . 
"W h en I was ordained I recorded a vow 
to go forth and preach the religion of our 
church; I did not sell m y independence, 
how ever. 
I returned to New Y ork young, 
am bitious to do good, and full of hope. 
I 
bu ilt up a parish of w hich any priest 
m ight be proud. 
I did no t coniine 
m y 
eflort9 to Sunday preaching, but I labored 
on every day w ith m y fiock, and St. 
Stephen's C hurch was crow ded every day 
in th e w eek. 
Y ou know it should be the 
aim of th e priest to bring as m any as possi­ 
ble 
in to 
close 
relations 
w ith 
the 
church, 
and 
I 
was 
kept 
busy day 
and 
nig h t 
in 
the 
confessional 
and 
in adm inistering th e sacram ent of com ­ 
m union. 
T hen there began to be m utter- 
ings heard. 
T hey said I was too free w ith 
the sacram ents and did noijsufficiently ap­ 
preciate th eir value, aud those higher in 
authority began to pull the strings on me. 
T here was jealousy behind all this. 
B ut I 
kept on in m y w ay. 
I believed th a t it was 
the true m ission of th e priest to preach 
and practice religion, to visit th e poor, to 
advise and counsel w ith those w ho were 
going astray from the fold—in short, to cor­ 
rect evil in every shape, and m ake m en 
and w om en better.” 
T hen tfie doctor w ent on to tell how it 
distressed him to see so m uch want, and 
m isery, and sin on all h a n d s ; how the 
people fiocked to him for m oney to keep 
them from starving, to em ploy doctors for 
them , to pay th eir rents, and to bury their 
dead ; and he began to try and reason out 
som e cause lor all this m isery w hile, on 
the_ other hand, som e people had plenty

th eir religion by reason of attending the 
public schools, if those parents teach good 
m orals to th eir children at hom e.

over, the agitation of th is school question 
raises an unnecessary antagonism betw een 
Catholics an d their P rotestant neighbors, 
and m akes enem ies of form er friends.

H e knew th a t he w ould be asked to re­ 
nounce all th at he h sd said, but this he 
could not do, as he had said and done 
noth in g th at was not consistent w ith his 
religion nor w ith th e good of m ankind 
T ne chnrch authorities, reasoning from 
their 
illiberal 
slandpolnt. 
could 
not 
look w ith iavor c-n his outspoken declara­ 
tions, and he in larn could not consent to 
outw ardly deny w hat he believed to be 
plain truths. 
H is m istake—so far as his 
ow n welfare was concerned—was ¡hat he 
had been rath er too outspoken, and would 
not su b m it to dictation in m atters concern­ 
ing w hich he btlieve>d him self to be right. 
H e believed th at u n til the church should 
adopt a n-w policy, based on th e in te lli­ 
gence and progress of the preseut age, her 
people outside c f A m erica w ould rem ain 
in th eir present deplorable condition—the 
victim s alike of au unw ise church policy 
a cd of despotic K ings, who are only too 
g-ad of an opportunity to tram ple upon 
them .

Soon thereafter 
th e principal p art’of th e first story was oc­ 
cupied by th e G eneral G overnm ent for a 
P ostolice, 
and ever since it has been 
know n r.s th e “ Postoffice building.” W hen 
erected it was looked upon as a mode! in 
proportions and strength, bn* tim es h av e 
changed since then. 
The ow ner h ad been 
aw ay from the State f.*r a num ber of vears, 
bu t recently returned w iih m odern ideas 
an d im bued w ith som e of the E js rirn 
vigor. 
On looking a t his buildiDg he saw it was 
not the structure for m odern Sacram ento, 
hence he determ ined to have it correspond 
w ith tn e tim es. 
So tbe features o f the 
c.d stru c tu re have passed aw av, and in 
their stead is now presented a facade of the 
rem odeled old Pustoffice building, in de­ 
sign both m odem and handsom e. 
P a rt of th e first story has been changed, 
and the Postoffire departm ent put in th o r­ 
ough repair and order for th e new Post­ 
m aster. .Mr. J. O. C olem an. 
T he second 
story l.as been entirely changed th ro u g h ­ 
out, both the interior and tb e ex ’erio r the 
latterw itb pressed brick face and buff sand­ 
stone trim m ings. 
T his stone, w hich is 
said to be of th e bEst. was quarried in 
Sacram ento c u u ty . 
T he corners on F o u rth and K streets and 
the alley are 
!l:tnkc-d 
w ith oriel 
w in­ 
dows, term inating w ith m ansard and dom e 
roofs 
T he entire aw ning will be rem oved, 
and on the K street front there w ill be a 
light iron balcony, reached from th e oriel 
and adjoining window s. 
T he interior is arranged w ith broad, spa- 
cions hails, reachfd by tw o s;airw ays, and 
lighted w ith a dom e skylight o f stained 
i'l.iss. 
T here are thirty-tw o offices, all 
liuely lighted and handsom ely papered 
and painted, as are also th e hall and stnir- 
ways, they having in addition w ainscoting 
of Lincruata- W alton, tinted in terra-cotta 
colors. 
T he sanitary arrangem ents are 
am ong the best in the city, th e room s being 
perfectly lighted and thoroughly v en ti­ 
lated. 
To m ake the establishm ent com ­ 
plete. th ere is a room especially for a tele* 
plm ne, to be used by th e occupants of the 
building. 
W hen entirely com pleted this building 
wtll be an ornam ent to th e dow n-tow n por­ 
tion of the city, and its handsom e appear­ 
ance should sfiam e ¡lie ow ners oi som e of 
the dilapidated builom gs to go an d do 
likew ise.

HOUSEKEEPING HINTS. 


A piece of sponge fastened to a stick is 
a good thing with which to clean lamp 
chim neys. 
In using ammonia for domestic pur­ 
poses one tablesj»oonful to a quart of water 
is about the ordinary proportion. 


Put a teaspoonful of ammonia in a quart 
o f w ater: wash your brushes and combs 
in this, and all grease and dirt will disap­ 
pear. 
Rinse, shake and dry in the sun or 
by the fire. 
Flannels and blankets may he soaked in 
a pail of water containing one tablespoon­ 
ful of ammonia and a little suds. 
Hub as 
little as possible and they will be white 
and clean, and will not shrink. 
StroDg carbolic acid is sure death to bed­ 
bugs. 
11 is also one of the very best disin­ 
fectants. 
A bottle should be kept on hand 
— outside of the reach of children— and a 
few drops occasionally put down the sink 
drain and in slopjars. 
A box of powdered borax should always 
be kept on tlie sink shelf. 
A little added 
to the water in which dish-towels are 
washed 
w ill help 
much 
to keep them 
clean, and at the same tim e keep one’s 
hands soft and smooth. 
In case of a bite from a rabid dog Dr. 
B illin g s of New York, recommends that 
the wound be cauterized with strong car­ 
bolic acid. 
It is much less painful and 
more effective than with a hot iron. 
The 
wounds w ill also heal in less time. 
To prevent your glass jars from crack­ 
ing when putting in hot liquid, stand a 
tablespoon up in them. 
There is a pre­ 
vailing idea that this process has some­ 
thing to do with electricity, but the true 
solution is that the spoon absorbs some of 
the heat, and also carries some of it out 
into the open air. 
It is a verv common thing for young 
housekeejiers to scorch their linen when 
learning to iron. 
I>o not be discouraged. 
W ax 
your irons thoroughly 
and 
keep 
them in a dry place. 
T his will prevent 
their sticking, 
i f you 
find a scorched 
place expose it to the hottest rays of the 
sun. It w ill be obliterated in a short time. 
Before the days of sewing machines sew­ 
ing silk was to be found in all workbask- 
ets. 
Now m achine silk is generally found 
instead. 
But for hand-sewing the old- 
fashioned sewing silk is much better.

H arber, 
N eed s R est—A n E xp ert’s T a lk . 
[From the Cinclnuati Times-Star.j 
Do you know th at a razor gets tired, at 
times, just the same as the barber does ?’* 
asked a Yine-street m anipulator of the 
steel of a reporter. 
Upon being answered in the negative, 
he continued : “Well, it is a fact. 
A 
razor may be honed and honed until the 
edge is like tissue paper, and although it 
is just as sharp as it can be made, it will 
refuse to work. 
Lav it aside for a day or 
two, and then use it, and you will find it 
to work all right. 
It is simply tired and 
wants a rest.” 
Believing that other interesting facts 
concerning the sharpening of razors and 
other tools might be obtained, the re­ 
porter ascertained the address of a man 
who made the business of grinding razors, 
scissors, knives, etc., and called upon him 
for enlightenment on the subject.

throughout the entire length. 
It is a bus­ 
iness that i~ not attractive to many, ami it 
is hard to get experienced men. One who 
does understand hia business, however, 
will always have plenty to do. ‘Concav­ 
ing- is the most interesting operation. 
When a new razor is received it is of a 
thin Y-shape with no extended edge. 
The operator takes it and grinds it first on 
an 8-iuch wheel. 
Then on one a little 
smaller, and so on down until the last one, 
which is about the size of a half dollar, 
finishes the concave and leaves a thin edge 
extending some distance up into the blade. 
Then it is finished off’ on a fine emery 
wheel, after which it must be honed to he 
ready for use. In our knife and scissors 
work there is nothing that would in­ 
terest you. 
We 
simply grind 
them 
until they have a good edge and then 
with a little whetting they are completed. 
Most of our work, as I said before, comes 
from the barbers. 
Men nowadays think 
too much of their time and too little of 
their dimes to want to bother about shav­ 
ing themselves. 
It is a practice that has 
been decreasing rapidly, especially during 
the past lew years. Still, there are many 
who continue to scrape their own faces for 
various reasons, best known to themselves. 
We have considerable work to do for them, 
as not one in a half dozen knows how to 
take care of a razor. 
They soon lose the 
edge and then come to us for another, and, 
of course, we give it to them. 
We sell a 
great many razors to individuals as well as 
barbers, purchasing them in their original 
form and finishing them in the manner 
described above. 
We have both English 
and American-made razors, hut the former 
are generally considered the best. 
There 
is nothing better made than a good Shef­ 
field blade, and perhaps the majority in 
use are of that make. The steel is of a 
fine quality, finer and easier to woik than 
the American-made, and fully as cheap. 
The American razor of to-day does not give 
exactly the satisfaction that one of English 
make does, but the dav mav come when it 
will.” 
“How about those itinerant street grind­ 
ers, with their kits carried on their hacks; 
do you know anything about them ?” 
asked the reporter. 
“Yes, I know all I want to of them. 
They don’t have any effect on our busi­ 
ness, as the public at large are the suffer­ 
ers, and about all the work they attempt 
comae to u, to be completed. 
Oftentimes, 
however, they ruin good tools. A man 
will start in when he has only the rudi­ 
ments of the trade learned, and for a few 
dollars can secure an outfit and start off on 
a tour of the countiy. 
They travel gener­ 
ally from town to town, earning enough to 
pay expenses, and nearly all of them are 
satisfied with that.”

THE SHAKERS. 


B rier H istory o f th e s e c t aud Its P ecu lia r 
P ra ctice s. 
This sect was originally an offshoot from 
the Society of Quakers, or Friends. 
In 
1747 some members of that society iu 
Manchester, England, formed a distinct 
association, under the leadership of James 
and Jane Wardley. 
For several years the 
little 
company 
were 
only noticeably 
through being more noisy "than most of 
the assemblages 
of Quakers, dancing, 
shouting, trembling, etc., under the sup­ 
posed influence of the spirit. 
But in 1770 
one of their members Ann Lee, professed 
to receive some peculiar revelations, testi­ 
fying, first, that the carnal nature of the 
flesh was the root of all human depravity, 
and, second, that she herself was Ciirist. or 
the incarnate Deity, in the female form. 
The new sect became thoroughly infatu­ 
ated with Ann Lee's teachings: 
thev 
called her “Mother Ann,” and ~ declared 
their belief that no blessing could descend 
to any person except through her. 
Bnt, 
outside of their small circle, the new doc­ 
trines were regarded as blasphemous, aud 
Ann Lee and her worshipers were impris­ 
oned ami fine 1. 
In 11 , 4, therefore, iu obedience to an­ 
other of Mrs. Lee's revelations, she and 
several ot her followers emigrated to New 
York and settled at Niskayuna 
now 
Watervliet), about seven miles from Al­ 
bany. There they remained, and after 
some years received quite a large accession 
to their number. 
“Mother Ann” died iu 
11 84. She had established the communitv 
iu the form of a family, and the general 
k"''lan which she laid down has ever since 
bj>.ea followed. 
Iu 1787 Joseph Meacham, 
oue 
-^nn Lee’s first converts in this 
countr,”> collected her adherents in a set­ 
tlement at New Lebanon. 
IV¡thin a few 
year- M ex'haui had formed eleven other 
settlements c n ^ e'v T ork and other States. 
No other socie.^es were formed until about 
fifteen years irtU’ri when some missionaries 
were sent to the V\ cst and founded four 
communities in Gjhio and two iu Ken­ 
tucky. 
Fart of these’ settlements are still 
in existence, others ha.ve been entirely dis­ 
persed. 
The foilc-wing is their general plan: 
A 
number of persons, called collectively a 
“family” or household, are ass igned to each 
house. 
All the houses are bui.'t after one 
plan, divided through the mic'dle by a 
large hall, and having the rooms lor the 
male members on one side of the building 
aud those for the females on the other. All 
property is held in common, and every 
member of the household who is able to 
work is employed. 
The settlements usu­ 
ally carry on some special branch of agri­ 
cultural or manufacturing business, in 
which they often attain great expertness 
and success. They themselves lead a celi­ 
bate life, but they teach that, for those 
who are not Shakers, marriage, being 
necessary for the perpetuation of the hu­ 
man race, is not sinful. 
This sect received the name of “Shakers” 
because of the extraordinary contortions 
iuto which they throw themselves during 
their religious exercises. Thev say that 
worship requires the exercise of both soul 
and body. 
When they meet for religious 
service, an address is first given by one of 
their elders on some doctrinal subject, and 
then the whole company form a circle 
around a band of singers, and, in time to 
the music, they go through a series of ex- 
traoidinarv 
bodily evoluticus, dancing, 
leaping, whirling round and round with 
marvelous rapidity. Some of their mem­ 
bers often claim to have the gift of tongues 
and of prophecy. Their religious belief 
iresembles that of the Quakers in many 
particulars, but has a number of essential 
peculiarities of its own.

VELASQUEZ. 


T o P ain t L ik e V elasq u ez is th e A im of 
A ll S tu d en ts. 
[From the National Review.1 
Velasquez, as we all 
know, is the 
idol of 
the modern school, 
the god 
before whom all Paris bows down and 
worships. 
“Paint like Yalesquez !” is the 
final piece of advice in which Carolus- 
Duran sums up his teaching, and in these 
oft-quoted words we have the ultimate aim 
and end of the 
present-day student’s 
aspiration. 
It follows that the collection 
of his pictures at Burlington House has 
excited as much atteution abroad as at 
home, and has been watched with as much 
interest in Paris as in London. 
The com­ 
mon saying—that in order to know Yales­ 
quez we must go to Madrid—still holds 
true, but all the same it is quite possible 
to remain at home and form a very good 
idea of the Savillian’s style. Tne pictures 
brought together at Burlington House 
may not have been entirely by his own 
hand, but they were all inspired by his 
genius. 
We saw all his marvelous powers 
as a painter, the amazing facility and 
swiftness of his brush, his intimate knowl­ 
edge of nature aud understanding of at­ 
mospheric effects, and we realized, too, his 
lack of higher gifts, his want of poetry and 
imagination, of passion and profound" feel­ 
ing. 
Here and there, too, we were re­ 
minded of a remark made by the Presi­ 
dent in his eloquent address, and recalled 
the fact that Velasquez was, after all, a 
Court official, who had other duties be­ 
sides the art which demands the whole 
man. 
In his capacity as painter to his Catho­ 
lic Majesty Velasquez was no doubt often 
required to deal with distinctly unpromis­ 
ing material. There was little, for in­ 
stance, to attract a painter in the dull, 
heavy features of Mariana of Austria, 
Philip IY .’s second Queen, of whom Ve­ 
lasquez has givtn us so many different 
versions. The enormous size of the black 
-ilk skirt 
which she wears for court 
mourning, the dark wig which hides her 
fair hair and the toppling feathers of her 
headdress lend themselves ill to pictorial 
effect, but the magic of the painter’s brush 
has spent itself ou the silver embroideries 
of her robe and on the broad white collar 
round her throat with admirable result. 
He had at ¡east a more promising subject 
in the young Prince, Don Baitazar Carlos, 
of whom no les- than four versions hung 
side by side. Two of these were sketches 
from his famous equestrian portrait at 
Madrid. 
Iu both the 
“H eir 
of 
the 
World,” a bright, handsome boy, is repre- 
i sented in black suit, rose-red sash aud 
j white plumed hat, mounted on the “little 
devil of a j ony” which he rode with so 
much spirit. The background of the Gros- 
venor house example derives especial in­ 
terest from th? lifelike figures which it 
contains—the king and Queen, who are 
looking down from a balcony in the court­ 
yard on their son's first trial of horseman­ 
ship, and the great Coude Duque himself 
in the act of taking a lauce from the 
Prince's riding nias.er. 
In another picture 
from Hertford House Don Baitazar appears 
as a tiny child in silver-embroidered petti­ 
coats and lace collar, with baton in his 
hand and sword at his side. 
In the Buck­ 
ingham Palace version he is a few years 
older and wears the same plumed hat and 
riding suit as iu the equestrian portraits. 
This was the picture sent to Charles I. by 
Philip IV. shortly before the melancholy 
death of the boy on whom so many hepes

Jeanne C. Carr will be read with interest 
at this time, when there is so much discus­ 
sion upon the question of the division of 
the State. While the R e c o rd U n io n has 
repeatedly announced its opposition to 
such division it is willing to give the peo­ 
ple of the southern portion of the State a 
fair chance to be heard. Mrs. Carr is the 
wife ot Dr. Ezra T. Carr, at one time State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, a 
lady of marked literary ability and well 
known in every part of the State: 


E d s. R ec o r d U n io n : 
It seems a good 
hour for one who has no vote, or a per­ 
sonal interest in any candidate for office, 
to answer a question asked with increasing 
frequency by seekers of homes in :his sec­ 
tion, and by numbers of new settlers not 
yet politically acclimated. 
" In almost daily contact with these in­ 
quirers, I am often forced to explain "how 
I know what I know;" or why I believe 
that forces far beyond the politics or prefer­ 
ences of the hour are buildir g the State 
of South California. 
In the winter of 1869-70, and under most 
favorable circumstances, I began at Los’ 
Angeles a study of the natural and social 
history and 
conditions of this 
coast. 
Under the guidance of the now venerable 
Dr. Lyman C. Draper, and the late Prof. 
Joseph Henry, similar studies in the State 
of Wisconsin of the native and trans­ 
planted races, their action and reaction 
upon each other, the modifying influence 
of climate and other natural conditions 
upon social, industrial and even religious 
development, had prepared me for the 
richest"enjoyment of this new field. 
We were welcomed with the old-time 
hospitality to homes where four genera­ 
tions gathered around the hearth, and the 
blood of as many races was creating anew 
type. Through ex-Governor Dowoey, an 
Irish gentleman 
who 
had married a 
señorita of one of the first families, we 
made the acquaintance of Pio Pico, the last 
of the Mexican Governors, and listened to 
the story of his experiences as a subject of 
Imperial Spain, Mexico, and two Repub­ 
lics, and as the custodian of three import­ 
ant missions. I found Eulalie Perez, the 
first owner of Rancho San Pasquale, where 
Pasadena now stands, who had in the prac­ 
tice of her profession brought Pio Pico and 
nearly all the venerable persons of local 
distinction into the world, waiting for the 
hand which should preserve the interesting 
story of her life. 
William Wolfskill and B. D. Wilson re­ 
sponded to our inquiries with an inex­ 
haustible patier.ee. which our own early 
and later experience enables us to appreci­ 
ate more and more. We traced at our 
leisure the work of Father Zslvidea in the 
neglected oraDge and olive groves of San 
Gabriel Mission, and the now famous plan­ 
tations and stables of Sunny Slope and 
Santa Anita. To reach the Wilson ranch 
we sometimes traversed the Rancho San 
Pasquale, now covered by Pasadena City 
and the adjacent villages 
During ten following years of residence 
in Oakland and Sacramento I was favored 
with rare opportunities to become familiar 
with the social, industrial and educational 
conditions and requirements of every part 
of the State ; and this opinion grew into a 
certainty that at least two Californias, ap­ 
parently charged with a different role, were 
already working out the problems of their 
development and destiny. For. as I first 
knew them, Oakland and Los Angeles dif­ 
fered as greatly in the tone and timbre 
of their populations as Boston and New 
Orleans. Nor has the difference lessened 
in political significance during a marked 
change in the social conditions of the 
south. 
Born and breed in the Green Mountain 
State, aud familiar with its political his­ 
tory, it seemed marv elous to me that so 
great a diversity of interests and conditions, 
and the desire, if not the necessity, of a 
fuller representation of all the Pacific coast 
interests, had not already led to the di­ 
vision of the State. In observing the ef­ 
fects of climate upon population. I won­ 
dered, as Helen Hunt Jackson and more 
superficial observers new to the land have 
often Jone, whether the sun was not re­ 
sponsible for the apparent indifference of 
the ¡ eople to so momentous a subject. 
“In observing the industries of South 
Ca: 
>rnia and studying their history," said 
Mr- fackson, “one never escapes from an 
und 
urrent of wonder that there should 
be 
• industries there. Simply out of 
sut. 
ue there had distilled into the old 
Me.v :n and Spanish Californians an 
orit 
;lism as fine in its way as that made 
in tl.. East by a generation of prophets, 
crusaders and poets. No wonder that to 
them the restless, inquisitive, insatiable, 
close-reckoning Yankee seemed the most 
intolerable of conquerors to whom they 
might surrender. One can fancy them 
shudderiDg even in heaven as they look 
down to-day on his colonies, his railroads, 
his crops, their whole land bui. miug and 
buzzing with his industries." 
But Mr9. Jackson forgot that “ when Italy 
dipped her arched and lovely foot into the 
blue waters of an untroubled si a, law, the 
essence of civilization, was created. Be­ 
neath the blue roof of an unci- ided sky, 
where the flowers never perished aud eter­ 
nal summer smiled, there the Greek cities 
clustered richly together, shining with 
marble, and the very mile-stones on the 
roads became works of art." 
Is it unreasonable to believe that under 
conditions not incompatible v. :h the gen­ 
eral welfare of the whole Pacific coast, or 
specially of any portion. South California 
would realize a higher ideal of social and 
po'.iiical life? 
Ten years ago, yielding unwillingly to 
the necessity of a softer climate tor mv 
family, and to the seductive charms ot 
fruit growing in the midst of unrivaled 
mountain scenery, I made a home in anew 
settlement, which numbered one forty- 
niner, and not a single native Californian 
among its inhabitants. Here I have found 
an obj-ct lesson in the educational value of 
self-government, and its relations to social 
p rosperity. 
All forms of life are experimental: given 
the necessary freedom, and a thousand val­ 
leys in South California would be bright­ 
ened with homes, churchts, schools, line 
those of Pasadena, Pomona and Riverside. 
My pen is worn, and my mind often 
seeks relief from the eager questions of 
home-aeekers from the Atlantic coast, who 
should be informed of the serious burdens 
to be borne even in a natural paradise. It 
should be honestly stated that our political 
disadvantages a; no distant day may be­ 
come intolerable burdens, and are already 
serious discouragements. 
! : should be clearly explained that irri­ 
gation and forest planting and preservation, 
which alone make irrigation possible, are 
the chief factors of success in our attract­ 
ive semi-tropical cultures. That to secure 
these without ruinous deiav. and in ways 
suited to our conditions, we need home 
government aud adequate representation in 
the Senate of the United States, which we 
have not. Nor are we likely to have it, 
while the State of California, with three 
tim es (he area of New England, and dou­ 
ble the length of coast line! has two Sena­ 
tors against twelve for New England. 
It should be confessed that we have sac­ 
rificed our common sense to a false senti­ 
ment of pride in onr mere bignes-: in re- 
talnirg so vast e territory undivided. 
A» Nature has laid out the political geo­ 
graphy of the State, South California will 
con'atn an area of nearly 45,090 square 
m ile s, rich in agricultural and mineral 
wealth; it suprises our Eastern visitors to i 
be told that gold and silver were first dis- j 
covered in Los Angeles county, and that in ¡ 
1887 the vieid of Invo and San Bernardino 
coun ies amounted to $30.000,000. 
The experiment oí last year iu the divi­ 
sion of Los Angeles county has proved so 
satisfac'orv to all parties concerned as to 
warrant the belief that State division would 
bring correspondingly 
greater 
benefits. 
Not a little sentiment was then expended 
upon the "belittling of an imperial county. I 
f 
reater than several sovereign Slates of the ■ 
Inion." The'connty of Orange has nev- j 
ertbelfs» found the expected advantages in 


economy of time, greater simplicity and 
elasticity in the machinery of its adminis­ 
tration, in an increase of population and 
business; while Los Angeles county is not 
feebler or poorer for the change. 
The opinion is certainly gaining ground 
that the southern counties will, ere lonp, 
unite in efforts to secure a separate S;ate 
crz tn 'z a tio n . One of our most experienced 
and trusted legislators has said; “We 
would then have our own laws, enacted by 
those familiar with, and suited to our con­ 
dition, and administration by^our own ex­ 
ecutive, and adjudication by our own 
Courts. Great diversity of interests and 
conditions require more careful and delib­ 
erate consideration than is possible under 
present conditions.” 
If that policy is best which secures the 
largest liberty to each, which is compati­ 
ble with the equal liberty of all statehood, 
it is best for South California, and were I 
a statesman it should be the supreme effort 
of my life to develop all its resources, 
energize its latent political power, and by 
so much to strengthen the continental 
policy of the nation. 
The effect of this would be felt in a con­ 
stantly increasing immigration, not only of 
health-seekers but of the more energetic 
and enterprising renovators of the race, 
who, coming now as winter visitors to our 
varied resorts, would gladly return to bear 
a part in the upbuilding of a new common­ 
wealth, and to rear their families under 
improved physical conditions. 
Whenever the newer social and indus­ 
trial elements of our population have as­ 
similated with each other and with the 
older conditions, a measure looked upon 
as practically unimportant by not a few, 
desirable by more, and indispensable by an 
increasing number of our most thoughtful 
citizens, will, in my opinion, be carried by 
an overwhelming majority. It is to be dep­ 
recated that “State division” should be­ 
come a party watchword; for great move­ 
ments require time for their gestation. We 
have been growing so fast that our bones 
are not hardened but our heads are clear, 
and the more religious among us are full 
of faith in a great future for South Cali­ 
fornia.

BIDDING IN COURT. 


R e a l E s ta te B id fo r, W ith a C o u rt P r e ­ 
sid in g . 
In the Superior Court of Judge Van Fleet, 
yesterday, the hearing of tLe return of the 
sale of realty of the estate of A. G. Tryon 
came up. The property is that at the 
southwest corner of Sixth and J streets, 40x 
80 feet. The sale had been made to Hugh 
Casey, for $14,200. 
On application for confirmation the op­ 
portunity to make higher offers was pre­ 
sented. On the whole property Judge Van 
Fleet asked for a higher bid, and D. J. Sim­ 
mons offered $15,900. Hugh Casey raised 
it to $16.000, and B. U. Steiuman to $10.500 
A. Coolot then bid $17,000, and Mr. Stein- 
man, with the imperturbable 
coolness 
that distinguishes him, raised Mr. Coolot's 
bid $100, the latter responding by a rise of 
$25. Mr. Steinman kept raising" the bids 
and Mr. Coolot responding until $17,550 
was reached, ar.d the Court declined to ac­ 
cept more $25 bids, Mr. Steinman then 
made it $17,600, and Coolot added $50, 
and the contest continued until $18,050 
was bid by Mr. Coolot, whereupon Mr. 
Steinman, with a suggestion of sarcasm 
in his manner, announced that he had no 
further bids to offer and added that he did 
not wish by continuing his bids to check 
the erection of any more fine new build­ 
ings in this city. 
The Court then took bids on parcels of 
the property, and Isaac Joseph raised the 
original offer of $3,500 for the we3t 20 feet 
to $3,750. Grove L. Johnson offered $5,000, 
and for the corner lot $13,600,that being the 
corner having the drug store building upon 
it. 
The sum of the bids thus exceeded the 
offers for the whole, and Mr. Coolo.’s at­ 
torney, Judge Holl, offered $13,070 for the 
corner lot, whereupon Mr. Steinman of­ 
fered $13,080 and Coolot raised it $10. 
Grove L. Johnson, representing Fred Kol- 
iiker, then offered $13,100, to which Coolot 
responded, with either Johnson, Steinman 
or Joseph raising him on the parcel prices. 
Wfien $18,450 had been thus reached, ap­ 
plication was made by two of the parties to 
have the sale go over a few days and it 
was so ordered, though Mr. Coolot put in 
a final offer for $18.500. The matter was 
fixed for further hearing May 31st. 


ENGINEER GRUNSKY S OFFER. 


T h e Q u e stio n o f E x p e n se s N ot Y et D e ­ 
c id e d U pon. 
Engineer Grunsky’s letter to J. J. Craw­ 
ford, Secretary of the Examining Commis­ 
sion on Rivers and Harbors, seems to have 
been entirely misunderstood. It appears 
that the Act of the Legislature creating the 
Commission was supposed to have appro­ 
priated money for the payment of the 
salaries of the engineers and the expenses 
of the Commission. 
When the first claim 
for salary was made the Controller refused 
to draw his warrants, n d the matter 
was taken to the Supreme Court. That 
Court decided that the Controi.er must 
draw his warrants for the salaries of the 
engineers, but did not touch the question 
of expenses. 
Engineer Grunsky’s offer to loan the 
Commission the $2.026 66, due him for sal­ 
ary, is simply to give the Commission some 
money with which to do the important 
work required by the Act of the Legisla­ 
ture, and without which it can do nothing. 
Mr. Grunsky is satisfied that the Legisla­ 
ture intended to appropriate monev for the 
expenses and that the Act does appropriate 
it, but as the Controller thinks differently, 
he is willing to loan the Commission the 
amount due him for salary and trust to the 
next Legislature to reimburse him.

ACT OF CONGRESS UNDER WHICH IT IS 
TO BE HELD. 


M any P o in ts in th e L aw W h ich A re N ot 


G en erally U n d erstood in 


T h is S tate. 


The World’s Fair bill, as it passed and 
was approved by the President, is before 
us, but as it is lengthy, a concise statement 
of its contents will be more satisfactory to 
the readers of the R e c o r d -U n io n . 
The preamble recites the worthiness of 
the scheme, and ihe duty of the United 
States to commemorate the 400th anniver­ 
sary of the discovery of America. 
It is then ordered that there be an ex­ 
hibition held of art, industry, manufact­ 
ures, mines and produce at the city of 
Chicago, in 1893. 
Two Commissioners from each State and 
Territory are ordered, and eight at large, to 
constitute the “World's Columbian Com­ 
mission." 
The President is to appoint them on the 
nomination of the Governors of the States 
and Territories, and those at large on his 
own nomination. An alternate is to be 
named for every Commissioner. In such 
appointments each of the two great politi­ 
cal parties must be equally represented. 
On call of the Secretary of State, and 
within thirty days after appointment, the 
Commissioners are to meet aud organize. 
The Commission has power to accept the 
site selected, and to adopt plans and speci­ 
fications for buildings and grounds proffered 
by the Illinois organization, incorporate 
under the laws of that State to promote a 
World's Fair—provided, that the lutter has 
a bona fide capital stock subscription to 
secure the payment of $5,060.000, with 
$500,000 paid in, and if such organization 
guarantees to raise $5,000,000 in addition, 
or in all $10,000,000. 
The Federal Commission is to allot space, 
prepare the schedules of exhibits, classify 
exhibits, determine t'ue scope and charac­ 
ter of the scheme, and name the Judges 
and Examiners. It is to have charge of 
the intercourse with the exhibitots and 
foreign representatives, to name a Board of 
Lady Managers, and to name one mem 
her cm each Committee of Awards. 
It is to supervise the rules and regula 
tions the Illinois Commission may pre 
scribe, and is to approve or disapprove of 
its plans for the Exposition. 
The President of the Uuited States is to 
order and hold a naval review in April, 
1893, in New York Harbor, and to invite 
foreign Powers to be represented in it. 
The rendezvous is to be in Hampton Roads. 
The Commission is to provide for the 
dedication of the buildings of the Exposi­ 
tion in Chicago October 12, 1892. The 
opening of the Exposition is to be not later 
than May 1, 1893, and the fair is to hold not 
later than the 30th of October of that year. 
When the Commission notifies the Pre­ 
sident that the Illinois corporation has pro­ 
vided for the grounds aud buildings, and 
has provided the ten million dollars, or 
secured the sum satisfactorily by suhscriD- 
tion, the President is to issue his proclama­ 
tion announcing the scheme, and inviting 
the Diplomatic Corps, and all foreign rep­ 
resentatives. and all nations to unite in the 
Exposition. 
Articles for the Exhibition are to come 
in duty free, and may be sold for delivery 
at the’close of the Exposition, on security 
given for the payment of the duties. The 
sum of $20,000 is appropriated to the order 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, to be used 
for purposes connected with the admission 
ot foreign goods to the Exhibition. 
The life c>f the Federal Commission is to 
expire not later than January 1, 1398. 
The United States will not be responsible 
for any act of the Illinois corporation for 
any matter related to the Exposition. 
The several departments of the Govern­ 
ment are directed to exhibit such goods 
from their departments and institutions as 
will illustrate the administrative faculty of 
the Government in time of peace and war, 
and a special Board to supervise the Gov­ 
ernment exhibits is created. It is ordered 
that a complete life-saving exhibit shall be 
made, under order of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, who is also to cause to be erected 
a Government building for its exhibits, at a 
cost not to exceed $400,000. The building 
is to be of iron, steel and glass, so far as is 
possible, the material to be sold at the close 
of the Exposition, the city of Chicago to be 
preferred as a purchaser, 
For transportation of the Government 
exhibits, and for expenses of their show­ 
ing and care, and for the expenses of the 
Federal Commission, $200,000 are appro­ 
priated. 
The United States is not tobe responsible 
on account of such expenses or construc­ 
tion or Federal exhibit in any event in 
excess of the sum of $1 500,000.' 
The Federal Commissioners are to re­ 
ceive only the cost of transportation and 
$8 a day each while actually employed in 
the business of the Commission, or when 
absent from home on that account. 
No member or officer of the Federal 
Commission shall be held liable for any 
debt or obligation related to or growing out 
of the Exposition ; the United States will 
not be liable fo r any obligation or debt, 
direct or indirect, relating to the Exposi­ 
tion, in excess of the appropriations made 
by Congress therefor. 
The Act shall not be construed to inter­ 
fere with any State laws; and any contract 
made in any State, for the purposes of the 
Exposition, shall be subject to the laws of 
such State.

It is seldom that an audience is treated 
to a more finished performance than that 
given last evening at the Metropolitan 
Theater, by Mr. Joseph Haworth and his 
excellent company, when Steele Mackaye's 
latest production, "Paul Kanvar,” was 
given.

world are apparently oblivious ot the criti­ 
cal on-looking world.

feature of Mr. Haworth’s 
company; there is no playing to the audi­ 
tors by any member of the troupe the 
attention is’ confined wholly to the stage. 
‘T a u l Ktiuvar” is a story of the closing 
bloody revolution of the last century in 
France.
